LONDON, March 5.—For an invalid, Secre- 
tary Foster chose an extremely bad time to 
visit England.

The American delegates contended 
that this was impossible as it would interfere 
with the royal commission. The Freeman's 
Journal this week in a strong editorial head - 
ed, Ireland at the World’s Fair,’’ charges 
the Royal Commission with deliberately 
ignoring Irish interests. Of the thirty-seven 
members of the Royal Commission not one is 
an Irisnman, though the Duke of Abercorn, 
who is a bitter Tory, was selected as repre- 
senting Ireland. The Freeman's Journal says 
of the $150,000 granted to the British Com- 
migsioners for expenses, not $300 has been 
spent in Ireland. Out of #887 mem- 
bers appointed on sub - commit- 
tees only seven were Irishmen and 
nil seven are on committees relating to the 
textile products. Ireland is not represented 
atall in art, science, food products, educa- 
cation or agriculture. Furthermore, the 
high rates for space which the British Com- 
mission has asked of Irish exhibitors 
are almost prohibitory. In appealing 
to the Irish Members of Parlament 


to take up the matter, the Freeman’s Journal 


says: We are sure no Irishman, either here 
or in America, would like to see Ireland left 
out in the cold at Chicago, but that must Be 
the inevitable result if the English Royal 
Oommission is permitted to have its way un- 
challenged.’’ 

The result of thisappealis that Sir Henry 
Wood, Secretary of the Royal Commission, 
hustled overto Duplin to confer with the 
Municipal Council and the Chamber of Com- 
merce about giving Irelanda fairshow.

Renan, L. Alma-Tadema, James Bryce, Lord 
Randolph Churchill, Henry Irving and other 
well-known men on this side of the water 
have declared their intention of being pres- 
ent. The cream of English and American 
brain workers will honor Trinity College on 
this occasion. 

The scheme started by Tim Healy for amal- 
ga mating the McCarthyite National Press with 
the Freeman s Journal has collapsed, It was 
never very strong. An appeal for Irish funds 
to enable Healy to carry on the National 
Press will shortly be made. The plan 
of having amewspaper specially devoted to 
and worked by either of the factions of the 
Irish party has not worked to the general 
satisfaction ofthe parties concerned. Such 
an arrangement tends to give great influence 
to those particular men who have charge of 
the newspapers, which naturally excites 
jealousy and discontent among their col- 
leagues. 


GLADSTONE’S STRENGTH, 


STILL A POWER IN THE COMMONS- 
BRITISH POLITICS. 

Loxpox, March 5.—Though deathly dull 
socially, this week has been very eventful 
politically. Gladstone’s return infused new 
life into affairs, and had the effect of spurring 
the Tories toa better attendance in Parlia- 
ment. The Government’s majority has risen 
from 28 to 25. The Parnellite section of the 
Irish party tried to get a bill through on Weda- 
nesday giving evicted tenants the power to 
purchase, under the land act, holdings they 
had been evicted from. Balfour refused this 
proposal. ‘ihe debate was important, mas- 
much as the Libera! leaders for the first time 
formally pledged themselves to reinstate 
evicted tenants if returned to power. On 
this bill, as on all others this session touch- 
ing Irish matters, the factions worked in 
perfect harmony. Gladstone has displayed 
wonderful vigor, bodily and mentally, since 
his return. Hespoke inthe House twice on 
the first day, and he has spoken once every 
other day since. Though the weather is bit- 
terly cold and the continual snow and 
wind have made the streets so desolate 
that many young members would not ven- 
ture out, the Grand Old Man walked to the 
House every day and reached his seat with 
the glow of health in his face. Mrs. Glad- 
stone has always accompanied him and 
watched him carefully through each session 
in the ladies’ gallery. Gladstone’s voice 
is strong. The huskiness which fre- 
quently affected him has disappeared. His 
speech on the Mombasa Railway subsidy 
shows that he maintains absolute pre-emi- 
nence in debate. This Mombasa Ralilway job, 
for which the Tories have voted $100,000 in 
Parliament yesterday, has excited the 
fierce indignation of the Radicals. The 
British East African Co., which obtained 
this grant was started by the Duke of Fife, 
Mr. Burdett-Coutts, Mr. Joseph Chamberlain 
and a number of other powerful wire pullers 
who obtained a vast concession of land with- 
in the British sphere of influence in Africa. 
But they find they can do nothing 
there to conciliate the savage 
Masai tribes and Bedouin slave mer- 
chaats, 0 they hit upon this 
scheme of running a railway throug the hos- 
tile territory and then come before Parilia- 
ment for money under the pretense of sup- 
pressing slave trade. These aristocratic specu- 
lators have a traditional objection to paying 
for anything themselves. Their appeal to 
the Tories was successful, spite of 
the opposition of the Liberals. 
If their railway pays the Duke of Fife & Co. 
will derive the benefit of it. If it does not 
only the money of the British tax-payer will 
be lost. Some of the Parnellite members nib- 
bled Chamberlain’s bait and voted for this 
scheme strictly on an anti-slavery basis.

MRS. BERNSTEIN’S JEWELS. 


THE LADY ANXIOUS TO COMPROMISE THE SUIT 
AGAINST SAMPSON, 

Lorpon. March 5.—The trial of Carl August 
Sampson was resume’ to-day. When the 
case was called a letter from Mrs. Bernstein 
was produced in which she stated that 
she was willing to ‘accept her dia- 
monds, which were taken from Samp- 
son at the time of his arrest 
on a requisition of the British Government 
as he landed in New York, and to let this 
restitution settle the case. She said that she 
was notable to undergo the ordeal of further 
prosecuting the case. The Magistrate said 
that he would notbe aparty to any such 
arrangement, andordered the case to be 
proceeded with as soon as Mrs. Bernstein 
could be brought tocourt. An adjournment for 
an hour was *e ten forthe purpose of bring- 
ing the prosecutrix to court, As soon as 
Mrs. Bernstein arrived she was placed on the 
witness box. She was weeping and sobbing 
bitterly. One of the questions put to her was 
whether she had ever held illicit relations 
witha man named Turner. This question 
she refused to answer, and amid her tears 
she declared that she would have never 
taken out a warrant for Sampson’s arrest if 
she thought he would have returned from 
America. 

Mrs. Bernstein denied that she had received 
anything forthe jewels. All that Sampson 
ever gave her put together amounted to only 
$15. She bad sent the pawn tickets for the 
jewels to Sampson, and afterward offered 
him the amount of money he had paid to re- 
deem them. At this point in the proceedings 
Mrs. Bernstein again gave way to the ner- 
vous strain to which she was subjected, and 
fainted. She was removed from the court- 
room. 

Sampson’s counsel intimated that the de- 
fense denied that the prisoner held $770, or 
any other sum of money intrusted to him by 
Mrs, Bernstein. On the contrary it would be 
proved that the prosecutrix was Sampson’s 
aebtor to the extent of £100, and that this in- 
debtedness justified bim in holding the jewels 
until his claim against Mrs. Bernstein was 
satisfied. 

It will be recalled that this suit was brought 
by Mrs. Bernstein to recover jewels said to 
have been obtained from her by Sampson 
under false pretenses.

NEW PRODUCTIONS OF NOTE AT THE LONDON 
THEATERS—A NEW YORK SCHEME. 

Loxpodx, March 5.—There have deen 
several new productions during the 
past week, but none of great merit.

He has accepted a light opera 
dealing satirically with a phase of university 
life. The music is by Edward Solomon, and 
the libretto by Barry Pain, a popular humor- 
ous writer. 

The project for the establishment of an in- 
dependent theaterin New York has created 
much interest here. The London scheme as 
well as the New York project will be sup- 
ported by subDscriptions from men eminent in 
the literary world, such as Messrs. Merideth, 
Besant,Conan Doyle,Quiller,Couch and others. 
The committee having the matter in charge 
consists of Mr. Harris, editor of the Fort- 
nightly Review, and tne novelists Frank Danby, 
George Moore and Cecil Raleigh, with Mr. 
Grein, the founder of the Independent 
Theater idea here, The enterprise still ex- 
cites the jealousy or ridiculeof the orthodox 
dramatists. George Sims recently challenged 
Mr. Moore and Mr. Grein to each produce an 
Original play of theirown, saying he would 
give them each £100 for their productions. 
Mr. Grein says that as the founder of the in- 
dependent theater he cannot accept the 
challenge. Mr. Moore has accepted it, how- 
ever, and the outcome is awaited with con- 
siderable interest. 

Mr. Charles Wyndham will postpone his 
new play untll a later date. Mr. Wyndham 
inthis play will takethe serious role ofa 
man of the world.

PARNELL’S ESTATE. 


PROPOSALS MADE FOR ITS PURCHASE—ITS VALU- 
ABLE MINES. 

LONDON, March 5.—Great interest is felt in 
the saleof Mr. Parnell’s estate, though no 
date has yet been fixed for the auction, John 
Parnell has decided to return to America and 
H. T. Parnell, who lives near Kilkenny, is 
not rich enough to purchase his late brother’s 
property. 

In the present state of inflamed feeling in 
Ireland a public appeal for funds to purchase 
the property as a historic memento would 
hardly succeed. Two proposals ior private 
purchase have already been made—one by a 
mining company which owns the copper 
mines adjoining the Avondale estate. Par- 
nell spent large sum. sinking shafts, looking 
for gold. He found plenty of copper 
but no gold. The second pro- 
posals come from a syndicate which will con- 
tinue to work the mines for gold. Some 
members of the Dudlin corporation are anx - 
ious to buy the quarries where paving stones 
are cut. There were 2,000 tons of paving on 
hand when Parnell died which he paid for 
cutting, valued at $10 perton. The reserve 
price put on the Avondale estate is £30,000. 
Dublin land agents are anxious to negotiate 
the sale, but the trustees will only treat with 
purchasers direct. 


MONUMENT TO A MARTYR. 


SOUTHWELL TO BE. REMEMBERED ON THE 800TH 
ANNIVERSARY OF HIS EXECUTION. 

Loxrpor, March 5.—A movement is on foot 
to erect a monument to Robert Southwell on 
the sooth anniversary of his execution. On 
the 224 of February, 1585, Robert Southwell 
was d on a hurdle to Tyburn and 
0 was a son of a Norfolk gentle - 
man, and a Catholic priest, who had returned 
to his country to administer the sacrament to 
those of his religion who might desire them 
and perform the ordinary duties of a Roman 
Catholic clergyman. This was his sole 
offense. Althoughacharge of treason was 
laid against him, there was not the faintest 
evidence. Southwell was put tothe torture 
no fewer than thirteen times. Cecil bears 
witness to his fortitude: Let antiquity 
boast of its Roman heroes and of the patience 
ves in tortures; our own age 
inferior to it, nor do the 
Romans. 
There is at present confined one Southwell, a 
Jesuit, who thirteen times was most cruelly 
tortured, cannot be induced to confess any- 
thing, not even of the color of the horse 
which on a certain day he rode, lest from 
gach indication his adversaries might con- 
jecture in what house or in what company of 
what Catholics that he was.

Russia’s Strong Hand Will Be Felt in 
Poland—Ludwig IV. Dying—Stricken 
With Paralysis at the Dinner Table— 
The Result of the Fall of the Parkes 
Ministry in New South Wales—The 
Deacon Case at Cannes-—No Reciproc- 
ity With Canada. 


Loxbpox, March 5.—A special correspond - 
ent, whois traveling through the famine- 
stricken district of Russia, has been visiting 
the Valley of the Volga, and reports 
that the once fertile provinces of 
Saratov and Samara are rapidly becom- 
ing barren deserts. Many deaths have 
occurred, which in England would 
be set downto starvation, but the order has 
gone forth that nobody shall die of starva- 
tion in Russia. The coffespondent narrates 
the following incident: in one of the huts 
entered Isawa young Woman who told me 
that she was a cousin Of the occupants, to 
whom she was on av fit. ‘Oh,’ I said to 
the Mistress of th. hut, a weazened 
old woman, who seemed to be nothing but 
skin and bone, then ye are stillable to be 
hospitable and entertain Vigitors?’ 

At these heartless words, which I had only 
uttered in order to get a true insight into the 
condition of these poor people, the bright- 
faced young woman burst into a flood of 
tears, and then related to me in der 
curious little Russian patois ber singularly 
checquered career. She was a widow. After 
her husband’s death her life, never particu- 
larly rose-colored, became sad indeed. Her 
own parents had got rid of her, and since she 
had married into another family and 
gone into another village they had 
shed their hands of her. The parents of her 
late husband, now that the family had 
lost his share of the communal land looked 
upon herand her children as drones whom 
they had to feed without getting any return. 
When, therefore, a suitor presented himself 
the unfortunate woman was compelled to ac- 
cept him and follow him to the distant 
village. Soon afterwards the famine 
broke out and the peasant, a drunken 


fellow, began to thrash and starve his wife | 


and children and ¢ threatened to 
Ku them. Finally Woman was 
turned out by her brutal husband; the chil- 
dren were stripped of theff furs and almost 
naked, without food or money they 
wandered back to the village from 
which they had been brought. But here no 
mercy awaitedthem. The parents of the un- 
fortunate mother’s first husband Were any- 
thing but delighted to sse her, and treated 
her quite as harshly as her second husband 
had done. She had now sought refuge in the 
hut of another Siav.’’ 

No pen, the correspondent claims, can 
paint the picture of misery and 
desolation in these districts. In one village 
2,765 of its 7,856 inhabitants have migrated. 
Of those remaining 1,250 are dependent upon 
charity. In three months the people of this 
village have lost 4,088 head of live stock. They 
are indebted to the State in the sum of 72,380 
roubles. Similar conditions prevail in many 
other villages. 

Forty thousand acres of land are idle in the 
province of Samara, owingtoa lack of seed 
wherewith to plant this area. This land of 
the Volga wasa garden spot and the people 
were prosperous and happy. Famine and 
the iron rule of the Czar has changed all this. 
Now thousands are threatened with starva- 


tion, 


HIGH PRICES RULE. 


THE RESULT OF SUPPLANTING FAIR TRADE BY 
PROTECTION IN AUSTRALASIA. 

SIDNEY, New South Wales, Jan. 28.—The 
whirligig of time brings forth its unexpected 
changes here as well as elsewhere. Sir 
Henry Parkes, wearied of placating the labor 
party in Parllament, comprising thirty-six 
members, threw up the reins of government 
over a motion that eight hours per day 
should be a legal maximum inthe ralway 
branch of industry. : 

The resignation of the Parkes Ministry was 
a death blow to free trade, inasmuchas Mr. 
Dibbs, the leader of the organization, was 
pledged to protection; so protection has at 
last arrived, 10 to 15 per cent ad valorem 
duties having been put on respectively on 
most articles that hitherto came in free, a 
vote of censure against the taxes having 
been negatived in Parliament by a majority 
or eight. 

The labor party, pledgedto sink the much 
vexed issue of free trade vs. protection, 
which wasto be referred toa plebiscitum, 
split on the fiscal rock and nearly one-half of 
its members voted with the newly con- 
structed Dibbs government. They were, in 
fact, afraid of a dissolution and of losing 
their seats, which means $300 per annum 
besides free railway and street car 
passes and other nice pickings. Deeming 
themselves secure in their seats under the 
Dibbs regime for nearly three years to come, 
they snapped their fingers at indignant con - 
stituencies, Such, alas, is human nature. 

Prices on all taxed articles have deen 
raised and the poor complain, not being at 
all consoled by the protectionists assurance 
that native industries will now be fostered 
and that an era of prosperity will soon be 
dawning. How native industries are to be 
made to flourish in a sparsely populated 
country such as New South Wales, with only 
about a miliion of people, is not explained. 

The avowed reason given by the Govern- 
ment for the taxing the people througn the 
Custom- house and consequent restriction of 
trade is the empty coffers of the Treasury 
and their disbelief in the expediency of a tax 
on land values. The bulk of the community 
is of quite a different opinion and cherishes 
the hope ‘that the Government ma- 
jority of eight will ere long dwindle to 
nil and the Dibbs cabinet go under. The 
general discontent and commercial depres- 
sion have been added to by the suspensions of 

financial institutions in Melbourne as 

as here—in which people had deposited 

their savings allured bya higher interest 
than the bank rates.

LUDWIG IV. DYING. 


STRICKEN WITH PARALYSIS WHILE AT THE 
DINNER TABLE. 

DARMSTADT, March 5.—The condition of the 
Grand Duke of Hesse is almost helpless. The 
patient passes from one fainting spell into 
another, and during his conscious moments 
is convulsed by fits of coughing and choking. 
He is unable tospeak. Prince and Princess 
Henry of Prussia (the latter the Grand Duke’s 
daughter) have arrived from Berlin; the 
heir to the Grand Duchy, Prince Ernest- 
Louis, who resides at Potsdam, is expected. 

The Grand Duke was stricken with paraly- 
sis last evening while at the dinner table. He 
was partaking of dessert, when his Aid de 
Camp, Baron Roeder, saw his features con- 
tort. At the same time the Grand Duke cried 
out: 9 darkens; I cannot sit,“ 
and as he tottered he fell helpless 
from his chair. Baron Roeder sprang 
to his assistance and supported him until 
other aid arrived and he was removed to a 
couch. The physicians were hastily sum- 
moned and announced that the Grand Duke 
had sustained a stroke of paralysis, and from 
the outset they held out no hope of recovery. 

Ludwig IV., the reigning Grand Duke 
of Hesse, was born on Sept. 
12, 1837. 
death of his uncle, Grand Duke Ludwig III., 
on June 13, 1877. On July 1, 1862, he married 
Princess Alice, second daughter of Queen 
Victoria, who died Dec. 14, 1878. His eldest 
daughter, Princess Victoria, married Prince 
Ludwig of Battenberg; his second daughter, 
Princess Elizabeth, married the Grand Duke 
Sergius of Russia, while his third daughter, 
Princess Irene, married Prince Henry of 
Prussia. There is yet another daughter, 
Princess Alice, who was born June 6, 1872. 
The heir to the throne 1s Prince Ernest Lud - 
wig, the Grand Duke’s only son, who was 
born Nov. 25, 1868. 


AGAINST GREAT BRITAIN, 


THE RESULT OF RECENT RECIPROCITY NEGO- 
TIATION AT WASHINGTON, D. o. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, March 5.—One of the 
reciprocity delegates who recently visited 
Washington was shown the cable dispateb 
regarding the announcement Of Sir John 
Gorst inthe British Parliament that Great 
Britain intends to prevent the arrangement 
det ween the United States and the British 
West Indies, increasing the duties on British 
manufactures, said: 

Jou have now before you the true posi- 
tion of facts as regardsthe result of our nego- 
tiations with the United States. The United 
States emphatically declines negotiations 
on any other lines than those which would 
involve a discrimination against Great 
Britain in the matter of tariffs. In their 
policy to maintain the friendly relations 
with Great Britain, our present government 
is sustained by the people, and we are not 
prepared tomakeany new departure from 
it. Wedid not leave Washington without 
having the fact fully impressed upon us by 
Secretary Blaine and Gen. Foster that it was 
useless for ustoattempt negotiations unless 
we were prepared to discriminate in favor of 
the United States against the manufacturers 
of Great Britain. 


NEGOTIATING A SETTLEMENT. 

MONTREAL, March 6.—It is stated on the 
best authority that the Dominion Govern- 
ment has instructed Sir Charles Tupper to 
enter into a conference with the Hon. Mr. 
Harvey, representing Newfoundland, with 
whom will be associated a representative of 
the British Government to be hereafter 
named, with a view toa settlement of all 
matters of controversy between Canada and 
Newfoundland, pending which itis under- 
stood that an agreement has deen reached 
that on Newfoundland modifying the heavy 
duties imposed last year on imports from 
Canada, the Dominion Government will re- 
move the duty levied in retaliation upon fish 
imported into Canada from Newfoundland, 


DISAFFECTION IN POLAND. 


SEVERE MEASURES TO BE ADOPTED 
RUSSIAN GOVERNMENT. 


Sr. PETERSBURG, March 5.—Gen. Gourkes, 
Governor of Poland, has had several 
audiences with the Ministers of War and the 
Interior, with the object of obtaining per- 
mission to make examples by measures of 
wholesome severity not allowed under the 
ordinary code to suppress the growing disaf- 
fection among the Poles. 
he submitted numerous secret edicts that had 
been circulated in Poland, proving 
to his mind that the recent 
simultaneous movements among the 
Poles were controled by a secret 
but well organized governmental committee 
located in Austria and receiving liberal 
financial assistance from Polish bankers in 
Germany, Austria and Russia, Gen. Gourkes 
does not fear an armed rising in time of 
peate, yet he considers the situation of sum 
cient gravity to demand exceptional treat- 
ment. The ministers empowered him to pro- 
claim a state of siege in Warsaw or in the 
whole of Russian Polandif he deems sucha 
step necessary. Riots have broken out in the 
Government of Tobolsk, Siberia, and Prince 
Galatein has been appointed Imperial Com- 
missioner, with power to suppress them. A 
dispatch from Konigshutte, in Prussian Sile- 
sia, reports a severe epidemic of small-pox 
on the Russian frontier.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oal., March 6,—According 
to advices received by the steamer Oity of 
Pekin, which arrived from Yokahbema this 
afternoon, political excitement at Japan was 
at fever heat when the steamer sailed.

DEACON IN THE TOILS. 


INDIGNATION OF HIS LAWYERS OVER THE UN- 
JUST METHOD OF CRIMINAL INQUIRY, 


Pakts, March 5.—Mr. Deacon’s American 
lawyers are full of perplexity over the arbi- 
trary criminal code of France. Their Anglo- 
Saxon dlood is roused by what appears to 
them a most despotic and cruel exercise of 
magisterial authority. It is difficult for an 
American or Englishman to realize the tryiug 
position of one accused of crime in France. 
The presumption is one of guilt, not of inno- 
cence, and the judge instead of being an ar- 
biter isanaccuser and cunning inquisitor, 
and the police stretch their anthority to the 
utmost. Homes are invaded by a clerk of 
the perfecture, who searches and questions 
and terrorizes whole families. Nothing is 
thought of it. It is regular. It has always 
been so, and so the French people 
seem to think always must be. 

A PRELIMINARY INQUIRY. 

The committing magistrate has a legal 
right to practice every sort of tyranny, lay 
all sorts of suares, create false impressions 
by letters, by telephone, multiply the 
arrests, extend his searches, carry 
away whatever he deems = necessary 
and even at his discretion, subject a number 
of persons to odious inquiries. Thus a short 
time ago a poor woman’s head was crushed 
by across-bar, The justice required the phy- 
sician to cut off her head, which might be 
needed in evidence, When her daughter ar- 
rived to bury her the coffin was opened, 

She was almost crazed at the sight which 
met her gaze. 

The committing magistrate may at his 
pleasure prolong the imprisonment before a 
trial, punish by months of incarceration. the 
silence ora refusal ofa prisoner to answer, 
and he can compel the victim to a secret in- 
definite inquiry which may take months be- 
fore the regular open examination. 

Such is the terror it inspires, that under 
this despotic system that several times 
prisoners rather than longer endure the tor- 
ture towhich they have been subjected have 
confessed crimes of which they were really 
innocent. 

These facts so often published leave the im- 
pression that the innocent are often pun- 
ished. Inthe case of children particularly 
these methods procure the most extraordl- 
nary replies, which are often suggested to 
them. ‘ 

On one occasion the child, who had been to 
confession, was told that his confessor had 
revealed his confession, and when he ener- 
getically replied that he never made such a 
confession he was threatened for his contu- 
macy. 

AT THE TRIAL. . 

At the trial the judge repeats the same 
methods as at the inquiry, and ordinarily 
treats the accused as the worst of criminals. 
Itig thought to be the duty of the judge to 
worry the accused, to abuse him, to 
banter him about his antecedents 
and even in regard to his fam- 
liy, if there be any irregularity 
or by innumerable inquiries hope to involve 
him in a contradiction. And all this to the 
public seems but natural and right. The 
French people are so saturated with the idea 
ofthe omnipotence of the State that they 
forget that a judge should be the protector of 
the accused. They forget that he should 
rather fear to convict an innocent person 
than dread to allow a guilty one to 
escape. 

The subject is attracting a good deal of at- 
tention now and several of the Paris papers 
are discussing some recent outrages commit- 
ted by the authorities upon personal liberty. 
A short time ago two persons 
were arrested—both members of dis- 
tinguished and highly respectable families, 
Both were detained a month in solitary 
confinement awaiting an inquiry, and what 
was the charge? A vagabond fellow with 
no character to lose accused them of arson, 
He said they had set fire to a villa to con- 
ceal their debaucheries. They pro- 
tested and demanded an immediate 
inquiry, but for some reason the magistrate 
refused it. Their friends brought ample 
proof of innocence, but the officer could not 
be moved. He even affirmed that he had a 
confession of guilt. They were released 
without even an apology. The con- 
sequences are a mother crazed by 
the supposed disgrace of her son, a 
lady whose name was cruelly and unneces- 
sarily dragged in by the magistrate suffering 
nervous prostration, from which she is not 
likely to recover, and two families plunged 
in sorrow. and humiliation. Several journals 
which have commented upon this demand a 
reform. What effect tlie popular excite- 
ment over this case will have on the Deacon 
inquiry remains to be seen.

THE CANDLE PRESENTED BY A LADY TO A 
CHURCH IN SPAIN. 

March 6.—4 dispatch from San 
Sebastian, Spain,states that a lady presented 
to one ofthe churches there a huge candle, 
weighing sixty pounds, to be burned 
during Lent. It was explained that 
the candle was intended to furnish light 
throughout the exact Lenten period. The 
gift was suitably acknowledged in the pres- ¢ 
ence of an immense congregation, and the 
sacristan proceeded to light the candle, but 
there seemed to be some fault in its 
construction, as the wick failed to remain 
lighted. After three futile attempts had 
been made the officiating priest, becoming 
suspicious that something was wrong, or- 
dered that the candle be removed and 
examined, This being done the startling 
discovery was made that the interior of the 
candle was filled with powerful explosives. 
Had the sacristan succeeded in making it 
burn,a terrible explosion must have resulted, 
with consequences awful to contemplate in 
view of the crowd in the church, The 
ladywho donated the candle had disappeared 
before the deadly character of the gift was 
discovered.

CONGRESSIONAL REDISTRICTING BILL TO BE BE- 
PORTED SOON—STATE UNIVERSITY. 


Wednesday next will close the third week 
of the extra session of Missouri’s General As- 
sembly, and on that day it is expected that a 
Congressional redistricting bill that will 
suit a majority of the Democrats 


in both branches will be reported. Up to 
the present time the only subjects men- 
tioned in the or’s call that have 
been advanced in the legislative mill are the 
Jefferson Batracss “ea eH a 
the Reprepresehtative a nme 
act. The Con ional and judicial 
redistricting obi have only been 
started Along, and the State University is tied 
up In a squabble that bids fair to continue a 
month. Every day since Feb. 17 the House 
has done little but shout itself hoarse over 
the question of relocating the Univer- 
sity. Instead of considering the needs 
of institution, the amount of 
appropriation necessary to rebuſid it, a ** 
majority of the lower House has given the 
whole time to resoluting on the subject of re- 
location. The sentiment in the House is 
strong in favor of relocation, and there are 
a dozen towns clamoring for it through 
their Representatives and the lobbies 
they have sent to the capital. The 
lobby influence has been largely instrumental 
in keeping up the incessant wrangle of the 
House. Despite ail the resolutions the 
power of the Assembly to take the University 
away from Columbia and place it elsewhere 
is still a question. The Governor’s call 
aid not ask the Assembly to 
legislate on the subject of 
re-location and the Executive is in no humor 
to issue any further message on the subject. 

The Senate will take up the consideration of 
the House bill on judicial circuits to-morrow 
or Tuesday and there is every indication that 
it wlll be torn to pieces. The bill was made 
up with the sole purpose in 
view of making them Democratic. 
One ofthe districts locatedin the southern 
part of the State is an irregular shaped affair 
that no judge could travel over and hold 
regular court terms. The hand ot the gerry- 
mandering artist is very easlly observed in 
the bill, and protests are coming in from 
many quarters. Ihe coming week promises 
Interesting developments both in the con- 
gressional redistricting andthe State Uni- 
versity matter.

The Webster Murder Trial—Burgiar Curry 
in Jail at Cairo, III.

Crimes. 

EpMONTON, Ky., March 6.—News of an au- 


thentie nature has just been received here of 
a bloody fight, which took place last evening 


at Clark’s Cross Roads, five miles east of this 


between a party of twelve 
white Wagouers on one side, and 
eleven negroes, farm hands, ‘on the 
other, in which four of the negroes were 
killed and three or four wounded, and two of 
the wagoners seriously hurt. The wagoners 
haul lumber from Wright’s Mill in this 
county, to Horse Cave, and were 
on their way yesterday to their 
homes at at this place. When near Maxey’s 
distillery, which is located at Clark’s Cross 
Roads, they met a negro farmhand, who is 
employed on the farm of Mr. John Anderson. 
In passing one of the wagoners struck him 
with his whip and cursed him, to 
which the negro remarked that 
he would see him again. The 
negro then went to the house of Mr. Ander- 
son, who employs alarge number of negroes, 
and in company with ten others started for 
the distillery, Where the wagoners were in 
the habit of stopping. When they arrived 
at the distillery all of the wagon- 
ers were inside of the house 
purchasing whisky, except two. These 
the negroes set upon with rocks and clubs, 
and would have made short work of them 
but for the timely appearance of the ten 
others, who ‘sprang among them and ina 
short time shot and killed four and wounded 
three or four others, two of whom, it is said, 
cannot recover. The Sheriff and posse have 
gone to the scene of trouble.

PROUD OF THE DEED. 


HANDSOME ANNIE WARD SHOOTS MICHAEL 
GALLAGHER, HER BETRAYER. 

CHESTER, Pa., March 5.—A sensational 
shooting affray occurred early this evening 
at Ridley Park Station, on the line of the 
Philadelphia, Wilmington 4 Baltimore Rail- 
road, two miles above this city. Annie Ward, 
a handsome looking woman, drew a revolver

After the shooting 
the woman anda female companion boarded 
a train and came to Chester, where she 
startled the manager and messenger boys of 
the Western Union telegraph office by flour- 
ishing the revolver with which she did the 
shooting and exclaiming: 

did the shooting and Iam not afraid to 
die. Ionly hope that I have killed him. 

After leaving the telegraph office she em- 

loyed a hackman to drive her back to Rid- 
ey Park, where she was arrested two hours 
after the shooting. Sue talked freely to the 
driverand said Gallagher had been the cause 
of her ruin andshe wantedtodie. Sue dis- 
played marked indifference over the tragic 
affairand seemed gratified with what she 
had done. 


THE WEBSTER MURDER TRIAL. 


ONE JUROR MAKES CHARGES AGAINST THE 
FOREMAN. 

New York, March 5.—An unusual scene 
marked the rendering of the verdict in the 
Webster murder case. It was a charge of 
one juryman against another. It was just 
10:21 o’clock when the Webster jury filed 
into court and faced a throng of 


spectators that crowded the room and Fore- 
man Wood announced they couid come to no 
agreement. Webster glanced around the 
court-room apparently looking for his wife, 
who was conspicuous by her absence in the 
court-room throughout the entire proceed- 
ings. With a look of disappointment he faced 
Judge Cowing, who was about to address the 
jury, when Juror No. 12, Nathan Kneuft, rose 
and asked permission to makea statement to 
the court privately, as he said the matter he 
had to communicate had a strong bearing on 
the result of the jury’s determination. 

J cannot hear any communications in pri- 
vate, from the jury, replied the Judge, 
„put the court will hear you now with pleas- 
ure and if it is any direction you may require 
astoa point of lawor onthe testimony in

ury.’’ 

After much pressing by the court the juror 
said he wished to inform the court that aur- 
ing their deliberations Foreman Wood had

It looked as if Juror Kneuft was going to 
reply and precipitate a discussion, but Judge 
Cowing broke in, thanking the jurors for 
their patience and attention, and commend- 
ing the counsel on both sides for their 
ability and seal. He then dischargea the 

ury. Webster was remanded to the 

ombs pending the hearing of a. motion 
to admit him to bail. Webster said he was 
much disappointed with the verdict, but 
added that he was perfectly satisfied with the 
manner in which the case was tried. Tears 
stood in his 7 for a few minutes, but he 
was surrounded by a host of friends who 
warmly congratulated him on the result and 
he ag ye to brighten up. The jury stood 
dignt for acquital, three for murder in the 
first degree and one for manslaughter.

NINETY-NINE YEARS. 


THE SENTENCE TO BE IMPOSED UPON MUR- 
DERER SANSONE. 

KANSAS OITY, Mo., March 56.—The jury in 
the case of Antoine Sansone, charged with 
the murder of Joseph Mangaracena, brought 
in a verdict this afternoon, finding him guilty 
of murder in the second degree and 
fixing his punishmeut At ninety - 
nine yearsin the penitentiary. Tbe murder 


which occurred Dec. 27, was the result of one 
of the feuds of ‘‘Little Italy. Sansone is 
reckoned wealthy among his countrymen. 
He owned a prosperous fruit stall and like- 
wise was something of a sporting man, being 
the posse. sor ofarace horse, ‘he man he 
killed kept a grocery hidden among the clay 
helis in Little Italy. Sansone’s son went 
swimming last —— eye with the grocer’s boy, 
and was drowned. Thus the feud started. 
Then peace was made. Sansone, on the advice 
of Mangaracena, lent a peanutter near the 
corner of Nmth and Wyandocte streets $125. 
This man, it is alleged. went to Chicago 
without paying the, debt and Sansone biamed 
Mangaracena for his loss. Thus the feud was 
reuewed, The day of the murder Sansone, the 
grocer, and two or three other Italians were 
together in the saloons in Little Italy. 
They drank and seemed to be on friendly 
terms. Suddenly there were hot words at 
the door and then halfa dozen shots. Man- 
garacena staggered toward the bar with 
blood pouring from a hole in his temple, and 
— fell. Sansone was in hiding fortwo 
weeks. 


DENVER’S CITY RING. 
THE SUCCESS OF THE BOODLE TRIALS LEADING 
TO OTHER PROSECUTIONS. 
DENVER, Colo., March 5.—In view of the 
success with which the boodle trials have 
been prosecuted by District Attorney Steele, 
resulting in the conviction of George R. Ray- 
mond, Deputy Aucitor, and James P. Hadley, 
Deputy’ Treasurer, on the charge of 
forgery, by raising city warrants, it 
has been decided that the several other 


indictments found by the Grand-jury against 
more prominent city officials under the last 
Republican administration will be imme- 
diately pushed to a speedytrial. The Col- 
orado Sun, the leading Republican daily, in 
commenting upon the verdict, which has 
created a genuine surprise, says: 


The evidence brought out in the trial ofthis first 
case and circumstances connected with the same 
also showed that others besides Raymond and Had- 
ley were engaged in the robbery and secured a share 
ofthe plunder. Others havesofar escaped formal 
accusation and presentment. Now the matter should 
be thoroughly investigated and ventilated. From the 
evidence it appears that systematized 
and organized robbery was practiced 
upon the city to an extent to endanger its credit and 
to be a menace to good and safe government, and 
now that partial exposure hascomeand the oppor- 
tunity is offered for complete ventilation, all the 
sheng of the dark conspiracy should be brought to 
light and the punishment be o complete and so 
severe as to serve as an effective warning against 
any repetitions in the future. 

The application for a new trial will un- 
doubted be denied and the punishment ts 
from one to fourteen years in the peni- 
tentiary.

PUBLIC AND PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS. 

Very important, if true, is the news 
from Rome that Pope LO heartily ap- 
proves the position of Archbishop IRELAND 
on the American school question, and that 
the laudatory article in the Moniteur di 
Roma was inspired, if not dictated, by the 
Pope himself. 
The present head of the Church recently 
gave some unwelcome admonitions to the 
ecclesiastical authorities of France about 
the impropriety and bad policy of identi- 
fying the Church there with parties 
or movements in antagonism to the 
French Republic. 80 far as regard 
for the faith and discipline of the church 
would permit, he has sought to promote 
its popularity and influence in all lands 
by harmonizing church work with local 
patriotism, local institutions and govern- 
The stand he took on labor agita- 


and shrewd student of popular modern 
ideas, social conditions and political 
tendencies. Doubtless he is as eager as 
Archbishop IRELAND to solve the vexed 
school problem in some way that will re- 
lieve American Catholics from the pay- 
ment of the extra parochial school tax 
without depriving them of the religious 
instruction which those schools impart. 
But the report that he has found such a 
solution in the Archbishop’s method of 
dovetailing the parochial with the public 
school is probably the premature conclu- 
sion of that prelate’s over-sanguine sup- 
porters. The State schools in this coun- 
try are and must be strictly secular. As 
they cannot be opened for the work of 
many churches, the work of no one church 
can be mixed with public school work. 
The only safe basis for our public school 
system ison the theory that school tui- 
tion is a thing apart from religious train- 
ing. For the latter the churches must 
provide elsewhere, outside of the public 
schools. Those who believe that all 
primary instruction is ‘‘godless’’ and 
pernicious, or at least dangerous, unless 
connected and colored always with re- 
ligious belief, have no alternative but to 
establish and maintain separate schools 
for the inculeation of their own religious 
belief. 

The Catholics of this country have 80 
long been taught from press and pulpit to 
do this, have made such sacrifices to main- 
tain their parochial schools, and now 
have so much money invested 
in them that the interest centered 
in these 4,000 parochial institutions 
with their 800,000 pupils will multiply the 
practical difficulties in the way of Arch- 
bishop IRELAND’s solution of the school 
problem. People who voluntarily tax them- 
selves to maintain a second set of schools 
for their children when free books and 
free tuition are ofiered in the public 
schools, must be acting upon convictions 
of duty not easily changed or abandoned.

THE M’KINLEY DECISION. 


The position taken by the Supreme 
Court on the various points raised against 
the constitutionality of the McKinley act 
was clearly foreshadowed in a Post-Dis- 
PATCH editorial when the proceeding was 
first instituted. 

Former adjudications of both State and 
Federal Courts had made it extremely im- 
probable that the numerous provisions of 
the whole act would be pronounced uncon- 
stitutional because some one provision, 
not essential to the operation of the others, 
had to be declared unconstitutional, or be- 
cause the journals of Congress prove the 
omission of some provision of 
minor importance from the act as 
authenticated by the signatures of the 
presiding officers of thetwo Houses and 
the signature of the President. It is easy 
for Congress to correct such a clerical er- 
ror, and it would notdo forthe court to 
make a cipher of a session’s work on such 
trivial grounds. 

As to the quorum rule, the question of 
its propriety wasfor the House alone to 
determine, and when there is any doubt 
about the authority of the House to pre- 
scribe sucha rule, the court always re- 
solves that doubt in favor of the legisla- 
tive authority. 

The question with reference to the sugar 
bounty elause is evaded, as we anticipated 
it would be, the court simply holding that 
ifthe bounty provision were unconstitu- 
tional, that fact would not invalidate the 
rest of the act. That treatment of it re- 
serves for future decision the question 
whether the taxing power is authorized to 
lay one hand on the property of the citi- 
zen and withthe other bestow the tax 
money on favored individuals to aid pri- 
vate enterprises and build up private 
fortunes.’’ 

A naked presentation of that question 
would elicit a negative decision, we be- 
lieve. But how can such an issue be 
raised for Supreme Court decision when no 
tax-payer can resist the payment of any 
tax levied on him by showing that it is 
levied for any sich purpose? That use of 
the money is simply a breach of faith on 
the part of Congress, a diversion to private 
and improper uses of taxes levied and col- 
lected for public purposes, Itis an abuse 
of trust, for which the only remedy is 
through the ballot box. Otherwise every 
tax laid for protection solely could be 
defeated through the courts.

with a taxing power and « legislative dis-

cretion that are contrary to the spirit and 


intent of the Constitution, the two Demo-

Now that is 
precisely the authority which the Consti- 
tion delegates to the Legislative body as a 
whole, and Oohgress certainly defeats the 
intent of the Constitution when it intrusts 
the exercise of such discretionary power 
to any one man. 


THE anti-immigration agitation in En- 
gland which subsided and almost disap- 
peared a year or two ago has been revived 
by the swarm of Jews who have sought 
refuge there from the Russian persecutions. 
So great is the number that positive alarm 
is expressed over this addition to the mul- 
titude of the ‘‘submerged,’’ and stringent 
measures are proposed to prevent the land- 
ing of any more. It may be thought 
strange that these people do not go or at 
least try to go to new countries where they 
can more easily find a home, where land is 
plenty and population sparse. It would 


certainly be better for them and for every 
one else, but sucha course would be to 


violate one of the strongest instincts of 
Loneliness is dreaded by rich and 


poor alike. There isa magnetism about a 


great city or a thickly peopled area which 


is well nigh irresistible. Men seem prone 

to seek their fellows despite immigration 

laws, disease and misery. They starve in 

company rather than thrive in solitude.

QUERIZs AND ANSWERS. 


What has be t wars and the loss

of life. 

It appears, according to the estimates of 
French and German statisticians, there have 
perished in the wars of the last thirty years 
2,500,000 men, while there has been expended 
to carry them on no less than the inconceiv- 
able sum of $13,000,000,000. Of this amount 
France has paid nearly $3,500,000,000 as the 
cost of the war with Prussia, while her loss 
in men is placed at 195,000. Of these 
80,000 were killed on the field of battle, 
86,000 died of sickness, accidents or sul- 
cide, and 20,000 in German prisons, while 
there died from other causes enough to bring 
the number up to the given aggregate. The 
sick and wounded amounted to 477,421, the 
lives of many thousands of whom were doubt- 
less shortened by their iliness or injuries. 
According to Dr. Roth, a German authority, 
the Germans lost during the war 60,000 men 
killed or rendered invalid, and 8600, 000. 000 
in money, this being the excess Of e- 
penditure or of material losses over the 
$1,250,000,000 paid by France by way of in- 
demnity. Dr. Engel, another German sta- 
tisticlan, gives the following as the approxi- 
mate cost of the principal wars of the last 
thirty years: Crimean war, $2,000,000,000; 
Italian war of 1859, $300,000,000; Prusso-Danish 
war of 1864, $85,000,000; war of the rebeliion— 
North $5,100,000,000, South $2,300,000,000; Prus- 
s0-Austrian war of 1966, $880,000,000; Russo · 
Turkish war, $125,000,000; South African wars, 
8, 770. 000; African war, $12,250,000; Servo- 
Bulgarian, $176,000,000. All these wars were 
murderous in the extreme. The Orimean 
war, in which few battles were fought, cost 
750,000 lives, only 50, 000 less than were Killed 
or died of their wounds, North and South, 
during the war ofthe rebellion. The figures, 
itmust be remembered, are German, and 
might not agree precisely with the American 
estimates. The Mexican and Ohinese expe- 
ditions cost $200,000,000 and 65,000 ives. There 
were 250,000 killed and mortally wounded 
during the Russia-Turkey war, and 45,000 
each inthe Italian war of 1889 and the war 
between Prussia and Austria. In the other 
wars the loss of life was relatively less. 


What is meant by the expression, The Queen's 
memorial trees?’’

In the private garden ofthe palace at Os- 
borne on the Isle of Wight, Queen Victoria 
has a long array of memorial trees that serve 
to commemorate certain events which have 
occurred in herfamlly circle. In one spot, 
says Golden Days, stands a row of trees set 
out in February, 1862, when each member of 
the family dedicated atree tothe memory of 
Prince Albert, who had died during the pre- 
ceding December, the one which the Queen 
herself planted being a pine 
tree. In another place is a group, 
each of which records the marriage 
of one of her children, and it is under the 
shade of these, we are told, that Victoria 
prefers to have her afternoon tea table set. 
Not faraway is a large, luxuriant bush of 
myrtie, which has grown from a sprig which 
the Queen took from the bridal bouquet of her 
eldest daughter, the Empress Frederick. 
Myrtle is always used at bridal ceremonies in 
Germany, as ofange flowers are with us, and 
this bush now contributes to the adornment 
of all the brides among the — descend- 
ants. Her grandchildren are now adding on 
various occasions to her collection of histor- 
ical trees at Osborne.

THINGS WISE AND OTHERWISE. 


Careful examination and calculation re- 
cently made shows that there is room in 
Westminster Abbey for only about fifty more 
interments. Then the English Valhalla will 
be full and Engiland’s illustrious dead must 
find lodgement elsewhere. Considering the 
length of time it has been used as a cemetery 
and the easy post-mortem admission to as 
late a period as the beginning of the present 
century, the wonder is that all available 
space vas not exhausted long since. If none 
but tiiose really entitled to the honor had 
obtained it there would be room enough and 
to spare. ‘‘I will not be buried in dat place, 
said ola Handel, when some one su ted 
that he would be; ‘‘they do bury fools ig 
So they did and a lot ot them; knaves, too, 
forthat matter—to say nothing of the no- 
bodies who have managed to get in. Han- 
del’s protest did not save him from 
joining the decidedly mixed company. 
and 660 many are not there who 
ought to be, especially among the notabill- 
ties of literature. For instanee: Shakspeare 
is at Stratford, Milton in St. Giles’, Orippie- 
gate, Pope at Twickenham, Byron in Huck- 
nall-Torkard Church near Newstead, Words- 
worth at Grasmere, scott in Dryburgh 
Abbey, Burns at Dumfries, Bunyan and De 
Foo in Bunhili Fields, Goldsmith near 
Temple Church, and Thackeray at Kensal 
Green, Macaulay is there, but where is the 
greater—the historian, Gibbon? Yet, 
to my taste, those who have been left out are 
luckier than those who were let in; for, say 
what you will, tis a most doleful place even 
for the dead; always dark and damp, witha 
sepulchral smell, too, suggestive of the 
charnel house beneath the pavement. My 
ideal grave (if the expression is allowable) 1s 
that of Wordsworth—in that lovely little 
churchyard, where the grass is so green and 
the flowers so bright, with the clear brook 
rippling through it, and the shining lake near 
by. So calm and peaceful is everything 
there that if makes one almost fall in love 
with death. 

Returning to Westminster we happened to 
know just how one of the lady lodgers was 
dressed for her long sleep—Mrs. Oldfield, a 
famous actress of the last century. Her maid 
put it on record that her mistress was buried 
ein a very fine Brussels lace cap; a Holland 
shift, with a tucker and double ruffies of the 
same lace; a pair of new Kid gloves, and her 
body wrapped upin a superfine linen wind- 
ing sheet. Which provoked Pope to write 
this: 

Odtous! in woolen, twould a saint provoke! 
Were the last words that poor Narcissa spoke). 
No, let charming chintz and Brussels lace 
Wrap my cold limbs and shade my lifeless face; 
One would not, sure, be frightful when one’s dead 
And, Betty, give this cheek a little red. 


It you are a musicalexpert( or think your - 
self such) you will readily understand that I 
am not When 1 say that, after having heard 
all the great prima donnas of my day—from 
Jenny Lind to Patti—I deliberately give the 
preference to one who is not usually con- 
sidered in the first rank: Euphrosyne 
Parepa-Rosa. My musical heart. so to 
speak, was buried in her grave. There may 
have been finer voices than hers, but none s0 
grand ;voices more remakablein what may be 
termed vocal pyrotechnics, but none of such 
volume and splendor; voices which could 
more perfectly please the ear, but not one 
that went so straight to the soul of the 
listener. This was becausethe singer sang 
with her soul, and not with her voice only. 

Sig. De Vivo—a famous operatic manager of 
twenty years ago, now,I think, deceased— 
was in the office of the Missouri Democrat talk 
ing to one of the proprietors, when a (tele- 
gram Came announcing the death of Parepa 
in London. It was handed to him, he read it, 
and burstinto tears. As soon as he could 
Speak, he said: Lou must pardon my emo 
tion, sir; but this is a terrible shock tome. I 
neves lovedany woman as I did madame, 
and never shall. She was so goodand 60 
true; such a conscientious artist as well as 
woman. I have, as you may know, traveled 
with all the great singers—Patti, Nilsson, 
Lucca and the rest; but none of them love 
music as shé loved it. All they cared 
for was money, money, money; but 
she loved music for music‘s sake. When I 
was her agent I had tosee her every day on 
business. We talked a few minutes, and then 
she would say: ‘That isenough business, de 
Vivo; now come here and tell me what you 
think ofthis.’ Then she would sit down at 
the piano and sing some new thing, or some 
old thing in a new way, with as much en- 
thusiasm as if she were a young debutante. 
She had the soul of a true artist; a soul as big 
as her body. Ah, no! I shall never love any 
woman as I did poor Madame—and now she is 
dead!’’ 

I never can forget the last time I saw her. 
It was in DeBar’s Theater on Pine street; a 
rainy, miserable Friday night, and a small 
and unsympathetic audience, mostly men. 
The opera was ‘‘Norma,’’ with Parepa, of 
course, in the title role. All the rest of the 
company seemed to be affected by the 
weather and the poor house, und did their 
work with a careless indifference they did not 
attempt to conceal. Parepa had literally to 
carry the whole opera herself, and how nobly 
she did it! She could not have done better 
had there been a pit - full of Kings. The cold 
audience began to warm, and when she had 
finished the great aria of Casta Diva,’’ 
the applause was loud and long. 
As soon as the demand for an 
encore was unmistakable, Parepa came out 
and sang the entire aria over again. Those 
who remember the length of it as well ag 
its difficulties of execution, will appreciate 
the repetition involved. I was near the par 
quette, and watched closely for signs of fa- 
tigue. But there were nan; only at the end 
a single long breath, lifting the superb 
shoulders—and she looked ready to sing it 
again. It was her last visit to St. Louls, and 
the last notes of her Casta Diva’’ will never 
leave my memory. I feel about Parepa much 
as old de Vivo did, and have made more than 
one unsuccessful attempt to find the spot 
where the incomparable songstress lies 
dumb under English daisies,

GREEK CRISIS. 5832 


Signs of Revolution Against the 
Usurpations of the King. 


Three Hundred of the Deposed Pre- 


mier’s Adherents Imprisoned. 


MILITARY FORCES READY TO SUPPRESS 
AN UPRISING IN ATHENS. 


. — — 


The Ruler Acoused of Employing Russian 
Methods in Gréecein Violation of the 
Constitution—Significant Consultation 

Win Representatives of Great Britain 
and Emperor Alexander—The Great 
Powors Interested—How the Present 
Situation Was Brought About. 


ATHENS, Greece, March 5.—Great excite- 


ment reigns and rumors of an approaching 
revolution are heard everywhere. It is said 
that people in the interior are arming. In 
Athens the principal streets are 
occupied by crowds discussing the 
situation. Every member of the. Boule 
seen in public becomes the center of a 
throng of inquirers. King George is con- 
demned for his usurpation, and the partisans 
of M. Delyannis do not hesitate to denounce 
the King as a usurper who is endeavoring to 
follow in the footsteps of his brother-in-law, 
the Ozar, and to substitute Russian 
rule for the Constitutional Government 
of Greece. Already 800 partisans of 
the deposed Premier, M. Delyannis, have 
been arrested, while the ex-members of his 
cabinet afe Closely watched. This, however, 
has had no effect in quelling the popular ex- 
citement. When it is heard that an arrest 
has been made the people shout for and 
cheer the prisoner, aud his journey to the jail 
isan ovation. The King has ordered that the 
military and naval forces be kept in readi- 
ness for possible trouble, and itis said that 
he had long consultations yesterday with the 
represetitatives of Great Britain and Russia, 
Ata meeting of a majority of the members 
of the Boule the President of that body was 
instructed to convey tothe King the promise 
of loyal support. 
CAUSE OF THE CRISIS, 

The present state of affairs was brought 
about by the forced resignation of the Greek 
cabinet, of which M. Delyannis was Prime 
Minister ahd the summoning of M. Tricoupis 
by King George, to form a new cabinet. After 
that step onthe partor the King he recon- 
sidered his action and called upon M. Con- 
stantopoulo to create a new ministry. 
In spite of the selection of M. Constanto- 
poulo to form a Cabinet the supporters of M. 
Delyannis resumed their session in the Oham- 
ber, where M. Delyannis made a statement. 
He said that he and his colleagues had been 
summoned by the King to resign, but bad de- 
clined to do so, whereupon the King dis- 
missed the Cabinet. M. Delyannis then asked 
the Chamber fora vote of confidence. The 
vote was carried unanimously. There was 
no member of the opposition present. 

After the adjournment of the Chambera 
large cfowd escorted M. Delyannis to his res- 
idence, from the balcony of which he made 
an impassioned speech. He said that the 
people had twice honored him with their con- 
fidence and he would never abandon his post. 
He relied upon the support of the nation. A 
counter demonstration was held in front of 
the residence of M. Tricoupis. 

For a long time the political situation in 
Greece has been akin to that in Great 
Britain, In the latter country the Premier- 
ship lies between Lord Salisbury and Mr, 
Gladstone. In Greece it has lain between M. 
Delyannisand M.Tricoupis, and when one 
Cabinet leader went out the other went in. 
The prosecution of M. Tricoupis and his 
colleagues in the former Cabinet was decided 
upon at the end of the year before last, when 
the Delyannis party gained a decisive 
victory at the polls. Inthe first flush of suc- 
cess the victorious followers of M. Delyannis 
determined to complete the discomfiture of 
their adversaries by prosecuting the former 
Ministry for various alleged acts of malad- 
ministration. A bill of impeachment was 
drawn up, so framed as to include all the 
members of the late Cabinet, and a commis- 
sion was appointed to investigate the 
chargesand prepare the indictment. One 
result of the present crisis will be the sus- 
pension of the proceedings against Mr, 
Wioonpis. 

THE POWERS INTERESTED. 

The affairs of Greece has much interest to 
the great powers of Europe, the Dreibund 
and the Franco- Russian alliance. England, 
the ally of the Dreibund, has always tried to 
increase her political influence in Greece over 
that wielded dy France, and especially by 
Russia. Meanwhile German diplomacy has 
been displeased at seeing that the marriage 
in 1890 of the Greek Crown Prince witha 
Prussian Princes has not inclined the Athens 
Government more than before toward the 
Triple Alliance, 

King George seems to have met the crisis 
with determination. Immediately after the 
dismissal of the Ministry he caused a royal 
decree to be issued prorogufng the Cham 
bers, which had passed a vote of confidence 
in the Delyannis Ministry, to the 6th inst.

The letter was written originally to Dr. 
W. A. Anderson, a prominent Cleveland 
Democrat from Wisconsin. When read to 
other members of the committee, it was ap- 
proved by Mr. Whitney, ex-Mayor Grace, 
E. Ellery Anderson, ex-Secretary Fairchild 
and others, and copies were ordered to be 
gent to every member of the Democratic 
National Committee. It declares that thou- 
sands of Democrats are opposed to Hill, e 
gardiless of Cleveland.

It is hereby ordered that under the rules already 
in force and those this day approved for the pur- 
pose of securing a prompt adjudication of claims 
under former acts of Congress and that of 
June. 27, 1890, such action shall 
by all officers and employes of 
Bureau as will prevent any undue preference 
of any claim in time of either hearing or adjust- 
ments, and any agent or attorney who shall have or 
attempt to have any claim put upon the list or 
docket, or among the completed files, that is ob- 
viously or clearly not complete or otherwise defeats 
the just operations of the laws and regulations, shall 
be disbarred from practice in the department, 

The evil which you point out does not arise from 
allowing examination of the status of the cases, but 
in permitting the examiner to appreve com leted 
cases out of their order when called up. ou say 
the action is taken to save a secon handling 
ofthe papers. The reason given is utterly insuffi- 
cient to justify the wrong done the claimant, who is 
being relegated to the rear by this process, and 1 
can but feel that the evil has been allowed without 
justification. 

The informatioh go the state of these can be given 
by such force ascan be reasonably spared for the 
work. Butthe case must even if completed be re- 
turned to its former place in line of those in like 
condition., It is not a case of favor to any, 
but of justice and of obedi- 
ence to a plain made and known 
to have been made against just such action. I am 
gratified by the favorable statement of the business 
of your bureau and hope you may find that the en- 
forcement of this direction will add tothe efficiency 
and justice of its administration.

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Lieut. Hetherington Shoots Banker Rob- 
insonin Yokohama. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., March 5.—News 
brought here to-day by the steamship City of 
Pekin, from Yokahoma, is tothe effect that 
on Feb. 12, George Gower Robinson, 
a well-known English banker of Yokahoma, 
was fatally shot by Lieut. Hetherington of the 
United States vessel Marion. The motive for 
the crime was jealousy because of Robinson’s 
attentions to Mrs. Hetherington, At 
the inquest two days later it 
was brought out that Hetherington stopped 
Robinson’s carriage on the bund in Yoko- 
homa and without warning fired two shots 
into the young Englishman’s body.

DENIES THE CHARGE 


Senor Rosendo Fernandes Stoutly As- 
serts His Innocence. 


HE SAYS HE HAS SOLD ONLY GENUINE 
SPANISH STAMPS. 


The Madrid Stamp Salesman Explains 
His Dealings With Senor V. Gurdji of 
Galveston—A Texas Officer En Route 
to St. Louis—An Interesting Stamp 
Collection—A London Sensation. 


Sr. Rosendo Fernandes, the little Spanish 
dealer in old postage stamps arrested Friday 
evening on a telegram from Galveston, Tex., 
is still locked up at the Four Courts and will 
probably stay there untilturned over toan 
officer from that city. Acting Chief of Police 
Reedy received a telegram from Galveston 
last evening to the effect that a 
deputy sheriff had already left for 
St. Louis forthe prisoner and would arrive 
here on Wednesday next. He would be de- 
layedafew hours on the way at Austin in 
getting the necessary requisition papers from 
the Governor of Texas, but would certainly 


: be in St. Louls by Wednesday morning next. 


The St. Louis authorities were specially re- 
quested to get and retain possession of Fer- 
nandes’ outfit of postage stamps, as it was 
known some of the stamps, at least, would 
be necessary to secure conviction, 
FERNANDES’ OUTFIT. 

The outfit referred tois now in the posses- 
sion of Chief of Detectives Desmond, and it 
is the finest collection of old postage stamps 
ever seen in St. Louis. There are two large 
trunks packed solid with pasteboard boxes, 
cigar-boxes, tin boxes of various shapes and 
dimensions, and stamp- books of all 
sizes, and every one is full or 
nearly full of postage stamps. One 
ofthe books has nearly 3,000 pages. It is 
some 16 inches thick and the length and 
breadth of the volume are 12 and 24 inches re- 
spectively. The pages are marked off into 
spaces or blocks for stamps, and there are 
spaces on each page for about 100 stamps, The 
book was made by Enrique Demestres of No. 14 
Mercades street, Barcelona, Spain, and was 
intended expressly for a dealer in postage 
stamps. The book is about three-fourths 
full and there are postage stamps there from 
every civilized country in the worid. 
Notonly are stamps classified according 
to nations, but the stamps of each 
nation are classified chronologically. All 
of the difierent issues of 
the Inited States postage stamps 
back to 1845 are represented and there is 
quite a list of stamps issued by the Southern 
Confederacy. All of the little Kingdoms, 
dukedoms, and little principalities and free 
cities of the North and South German Con- 
federations, before the eetablishment of the 
present Empire of Germany, are also repre- 
sented, as are the different provinces 
of Italy before the days of 
United Italy. The volume contains postage 
stamps from Montenegfo, Servia, Bulgaria, 
Turkey, Russia, Hungary, Portugal, France, 
Greece, Switzerland, Norway Denmark, 
Heligoland, Finland, Ceylon, China, Japan, 
Corea, Siam, ry Central and South Amerl 
can country and, in fact, from every country 
or province which now issues or has ever 
issued postage stamps. 

One of the trunks contains several smalier 
postage stamp books, all nearly full, and also 
several books for internal revenue stamps. 
The stamps in the boxes are put together in 
little packages with a rubber band around 
each package. Some of the packages have 
300 stamps and Others 500. There 
are also quite a number of en- 
velopes filled with loose stamps not yet 
assorted and classified. In a few instances 
the stamps are in sheets just from the stamp 
mill and have not been separated. A 
great many others also are new 
stamps. but for the most part the 
stamps in this mammoth collection seem 
to have been used. Thereis also very little 
doubt that by far the majority of them would 
be considered genuine wy regular stamp 
dealers. There are, however, a great many 
bogus stamps in circulation. The postage 
stamp craze has been growing steadily for 
years, and nearly every city in the country has 
one ormore wholesale dealers in stamps. 
The capital invested inthe businessis enor- 
mous, amounting in several instances to 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. The larg- 
est houses are in Paris, London and Berlin, 
but New York has one or two immense estab- 
lishments ofthe kind and St. Louis has one 
that ranks way up among the wholesale 
houses of this country. 

FERNANDES’ ARREST. 

The manner of Fernandes’ arrest was told 
in yesterday’s Post- DispaTcH. The last num- 
ber of Mekeel’s Weekly Stamp Nets of this city 
contained an advertisement requesting all 
Stamp dealers and collectors to Keep a look- 
out for a certain Spaniard by the 
nameof Rosendo Fernandes, who, it was 
said, had a lot of counterfeit postage 5 
of the first issues of Spain. which he was sell- 
ing for genuine originals. He was wanted, it 
was alleged, in Galveston for selling 
some of these bogus stamps. A descrip- 
tion of Fernandes was given and on this 
description he was recognized last Friday 
afternoon by Mr. H. B. Wandell, manager of 
the Mekeel job office. Fenandes called with 
a friend named Edmunds Martinez at the 
Mekeel establishment on Locust street that 
afternoon to sell Mr. C. H. Mekeel 
some stamps. He was invited into 
Mr. Mekeel’s private office and Mr. Wandell 
then went out and telephoned to the Chief of 
Police to senda man over there. Detectives 
Flynn and Fitzgerald hurried to Mekeel’s es- 
tablishment, but in the meantime Fernandes 
and Martinez had taken their de- 
parture, One of the young men in 
the office had, however, followed the men out 
and with his assistance the detectives 
soon located them at 1105 Chestnut street, 
where they arrested them, also taking pos- 
session of Fernandes’ two big trunks and 
three valises. 

Martinez was released yesterday afternoon, 
as it was pretty well established that he had 
only been an interpreter for Fernandes. He 
claimed that he first met Fernandes at Mem- 

bis three weeks ago and that he knew noth- 
ng whatever of the postage stamp business. 

THE SPANIARD’S STORY. 

Senor Rosendo Fernander is a little, thin 
faced man about 40 years ofage, and claims 
to be a citizen of Spain. He was in the post- 
age stamp business in Madrid, he says, for 
several yearsand left there two years ago 
for the Western hemisphere. He settled 
down first at Havana and after staying there 
seven or eight months went to Mexico and 
for over a year lived in the capital of Mexico, 
he says. He started for the United States 
about Jan. 1, and thefirst stop he made 
after crossing the Rio Grande was at San An- 
tonlo. After stayingthere several days he 
went to Gulveston and from thereto Mem- 
phis. He says that he was in Galveston 
about ten days and that while there he sold a 
dealer n — named V. Gurdji, 
something over $100 worth of stamps. 
Gurdji’s purchase consisted of a great 
many different kinds of stamps, 
but none of them, he says, were bogus. They 
were all good stamps and exactly what he 
represented them to be. 

Senor Fernander is anxious to see the 
Spanish Vice-Consul of St. Louis, and says 
that he has no fear whatever of the outcome 
of this matter if anything like justice is done 
him. He was on his way to New York when

hen asked what the stam were worth 
which he had in his trunks ana valises. he 
answered, from $15,000 to $20,000. He couldn’t 
say exactly what they were worth, as the 
market value of old postage stamps was con- 
stantiy changing.

Then Detective Flynn came and was taken 
to that house. Detective Fitzgerald was also 
sent for, and the two detectives went through 
the house without finding the man. They 
came out and so reported, when the young 
man who had piloted them said: 

„Why, there’s the man at the window!’’ 

„The Spaniard could be seen sitting at the 
window with his By resting in his hands. 
Flynn and Fitzgerald went in again and ar- 
rested him. He seemed to understand what 
they were after, and was as cool as possible. 
But he made no resistance and was at once 
taken to the Four Courts.“ 

A LONDON STAMP SENSATION. 

The arrest of Fernandes in St. Louis brings 
to mind a celebrated counterfeit stamp case 
now causing a great sensation in London, 
where a prominent man has just been sent- 
enced to three years’ imprisonment for sell- 
ing counterfeit stamps. The last issue of 
Mekeel’s Weekly eed News has a review of 
the London case with cuts of the prominent 
people engaged in it. The story of the Lon- 
don sensation Is given as follows: 

Dr. Bernhardt Assmus sold Mr. Giwelb,a 
London dealer, a i-penny black, Great Brit- 
ain, with the letters ‘‘V’’ and ‘*R’’ in the 
upper corners, these having been placed 
where Maltese crosses had been erased. 

Dr. Assmus was jexamined and committed 
for trial, and imprisoned in defauit of Dail. 
There were several charges against him; one 
was selling Mr. Reya a 4a Indian stamp for £7 
10s (about $36.50). 

Mr. Reya is an antiquarian book-seller, and 

knows Coo ee nothing about stamps, not 
being either a collector or dealer. 
Assmus represented the stamp as being 
genuine and very rare. The peculiarity of it 
was the Queen's head inverted, a bona fide 
specimen of which is regarded as unique. 

Dr. Assmus claimed that it was worth £20 
and upon this assertion, Mr. Reya submitted 
it for inspection to Mr. Chas. Phillips, sec- 
retary of Stahley Gibbons, Limited. This 
gentleman is regarded as one of the best au- 
thorities, and thinking that the specimen in 

uestion was genuine, gave Mr. keya three 

5 Bank of England notes for it. 

The prisoner, after selling the stamp to Mr. 
Reya, tried to sell the same gentleman al- 

ence Cape of Good Hope, blue. His price 
being £3 or £4, as in the previous case, Mr. 
Reya required that the stamp should be left 
on approbation. Showing it to Mr, Phillips, 
the latter pronounced ita forgery. The color 
was originally red and had been chemically 
changed, thus giving it the appearance of a 
stamp valued at £30; whereas its real worth 
previout to the discoloration was but Is, 6d. 

Both of these stamps were submitted to 
Maj. E. B. Evans, who is acknowledged to be 
an expert. 

Assmus, whose full nameis Bernhardt Ass- 
mus, corresponded with one Bright by name, 
a member of the firm known as Bright & Sons, 
booksellers and stationers. Signing himself 
Bernard, he sent the above named entle- 
mentwenty-eight Baden stamps, represent- 
ingthemtobe genuine,thus obtaining the 
sum of 5 guineas. 

Reuben Penson, detective sergeant of the 
C division, searched Assmus at the Police 
Station on November 21, finding Baden 
stamps exactly the same as those he disposed 
of to Mr. Bright for 5 guineas; also some 
Indian and Cape of Good Hope stamps men- 
tioned before. 

Dr. Bernhardt Assmus has been sentenced 
to three years’ imprisonment,

ram EXPRESSIONS IN VIEW OF HIS 
EXPECTED SPEEDY CAPTURE, 


The Outraged Wife’s Touching Defense of 
Her Husband Unveils a Thrilling Story 
Mr. Taylor Talks of the Robbery and 
Assault—The Desperate Negro’s Tac- 
tlos Described. 


eepaLta, Mo., March 6.—The officers of the 
jaw are hot on the trail of the negro ravisher 
of Mrs. Charles 8. Taylor, and Sedalia is now 
girding up its loins for a lynching bee. 

That the spirit of Judge Lynch is in the at- 
mosphere too strong to be resisted is a mat- 
ter beyond doubt. Itis confidently expected 
vy the Taylor and the Doyle families—Mrs, 
Taylor was a Miss Kate Doyle—that this form 
of frontier Justice willl be promptly meted out 
to the brute who outraged young Mrs. 
qaylor in the presence of her husband on the 
night of Tuesday, Feb. 23, as soon as he 18 
brought within the corporate limits of 
Sedalla, It is acknowledged by the local 
authorities who will have charge of the 
criminal, should he be captured, that it is 
extremely doubtful if Mrs. Taylor’s assailant 
will ever be allowed to reach the jail alive 
after leaving the train at the Sedalia depot. 
The advisability of lynching is openly talked 
ot on the streets of Sedalia, and the result of 
such discussion is the invariable verdict that 
aiynching will follow the capture of Mrs. 
Taylor’s assailant just as surely as night 
follows day. 

It is said that there are but two things that 
can prevent a lynching bee if the man gullty 
ot the Taylor outrage is captured. The first 

sthe Killing of the man by the police in ef- 
fecting the capture, whichis thought to be 
extremely probable, and the second is the 

killing of the ravisher of his wife by Chas. G. 
Tavior himself in the sudden frenzy of recog- 
nition ofthat brute. Some of Mr. Taylor’s 
personal friends state openly that they would 
not be surprised if this latter happening 
should do away with all necessity either for 
lynch law or a legal trial.

LITTLE Rock, Ark., March5.—Interest in 
the Democratic gubernatorial contest con- 
tinues unabated. Thus far William M. Fish- 
back of Fort Smith appears to have a pro- 
ponderance of popular sentiment in his 
favor. He early announced his candidacy 
and has since been enjoying an extensive 
boom. Three-fifths of the State papers 
have declared for him, and if the editors of 
these journals made up the delegates to the 
State convention Fishback would get the 
nomination. Newspaper men as as a rule, 
however, have littletodo in the matter of 
running conventions; and hence any one of 
the five men who arespoken of in connection 
with the nomination— Fishback, Fletcher, 
Files, Rector, Izard—are as likely to 
selected as the nominee as the other.

Somehow it has come to be the case that 
Lent is not so rigorously observed, as in days

All the cards are then re- 
turned to their owners and the leader reads 
aloud the correct answers to all of the ques- 
tions, so that each pers may correct her 
own card. Ot course classes like this may, be 
formed for the pursuit of any study. Refresh- 
ments may be added if desired.

FRAU WAGNER, 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY PoOsT-DIsPATCH, 
Barnrurn, Feb. 18.—As soon as I arrived in 


ofthe town, followed the Wagner avenue 
and soon found myself before Wahnfiried, 
the princely mansion which Wagner had built 
himself, opposite his theater, the Temple of 
Bayreuth: Itis a square, gray stone building 
with a reddish tint, and hardly any ornament 
except a fresco of black and white, allegort- 


cally representing the god Wotan in his cos- 
tume as a traveler with two ravens 


fluttering about his head, a portrait of Louis 
Schnorr, the great tenor. On one side figures 
Mme. Schroder Dramot, impersonating 
tragedy; on theother, Cosima Wagner, as 
the muse of music, leading her little son Steg ; 
fried,the whole symbolically representing the 
union of music and tragedy under the influ- 
ence and for the glorification of German 
mythology. On the facade one can read on 
rose colored marble in golden letters the 
following inscription: 
illusions found rest; Wahnfried, such is the 
namie I give to this house.

every object as it had been at the time of the 
first Bayreuth performances when I happened 

to be a frequent guest at Wahnfried. 
I was ushered into the lLttle salon, Mme. 
Wagner’s favorite room, very cosy and 
uettish and crowded with objects of art 
and beautiful draperies thrown over the fur- 
niture, Wagner had a regular mania for silks 
and satins. His smoking jackets of black 
velvet lined with bright colored silks, his 
dressing-gowns of rose, light blue or flery red 
satin, worn with a ruled lace chemise and 
satin shoes, made by the famous Vienna 
dressmaker, Mlle. Berthe, often cost him 


$1,000. 

Wagner, having often starved during the 
first part of his life, tried to expiate his suf - 
ferings by surrounding himself with all the 
most refined luxuries of modern life, 
and he often misused the generosity of 
his high triend and admirer. 
Once, having contracted a debt of $20,000 with 
his upholsterer and being treated in an offen- 
sive way in public by his creditor, who seized 
him by the arm, he simply signed an order 
for the entire amount to the yal Treasury 
and afterward informed the King of it. 

At Wagner’s gatherings his wife was the 
center of the conversation. She hada kind 
and apt word for everybody. Bein the 
daughter of Abbe Liszt, she was endowed 
with considerable musical talent and has en- 
joyed a wide education; also during her mar- 
riage with Von Bulow she had associated with 
a very intellectual circle, and so found it an 
easy task to play the hostess among such U- 
lustrious company. She was assisted by her 
father, Abbe Lisst, who seemed as ready as 
ever to bestow the kiss of consecration on 
every young lady with musical talent. 
Joseph Rubinstein, brother of the 
pianist, took as 0 was 
a correspondent several leading 
European papers.

THEATRICAL STARS.

Paris, Feb. 28.—The disposal at auction of 
the jewels of Mme. Judic and the history of 
the $40,000 pearl necklace of Mme. Leonide 
Leblanc have called public attention to some 
of the noteworthy collections of precious 
stones which are owned by ladies in Europe, 
especially those in the possession of theatri- 
cal celebrities. 

The jewels of Mme. Adelina Patti have long 
been celebrated. Her diamonds alone are 
valued at $300,000. Then she has a 
magnificent emerald necklace and a 
set of turquoises set in diamonds, 
the parure comprising four pins, two 
bracelets, earrings, rings, and a splendid 
pendant. She has a comb set with twenty- 
three diamonds, which was given to her as a 
wedding present when she espoused tife Mar- 
quis de Caux, the donor being the Empress 
Eugenie. The Baroness Burdett-Coutts once 
destowed upon her an immense single dia- 
mond set in a ring, and from Queen Victoria 
she received a superb locket, one of the 
handsomest ofall those in her possession. 
She owns twenty-three bracelets, most of 
them set with large diamonds, 
Her set of sapphires Was at one time deserv- 
edly famous, but it was sold at auction at the 
time that she was compelled to divide her 
fortune with the Marquis de Caux on obtain- 
ing her divorce. She still retains the ame- 
thyst cameo, sed in pearls, which was a gift

THE NEW STAR. 


ASTRONOMERS WONDER WHETHER A 
NEW §UN HAS BEEN BORN. 


Written for the SUNDAY POSsST-DISPATCH. 

On the morning of Feb. é a telegram was 
received in St. Louls announcing that a 
British astronomer had discovered a new 
star in the constellation Auriga. Auriga is 
one of our conspicious winter constellations; 
it passes the meridian about 6:3. The new 
star is of the fifth magnitude, which makes it 


easily visible to the naked eye, although it is 
not a conspicuous object. 

The Nova has occasioned a great sensation 
among astronomers. There are several 
reasons for the interest they take in the 
phenomenon. Sudden outbursts are rare; 
not more than ten ora dozen are recorded in 
astronomical annals ranging back 2,000 
years. And then there is reason for thinking 
that the new star has actually come into be- 
ing, as a star, within the past two or three 
months. 

The evolution of a sun is certainly some- 
thing to get excited over.

The reasons for thinking that a new sun has 
come into existence are as follows: 

For some years Prof. Pickering of Harvard 
been engaged in photo- 
graphingthe stars, and more than fifty 
pictures have been taken of this ticular 
region in Auriga, from 1885 to the date of the 
discovery. Uponthe plates taken before 
Dec. 1, 1891, the Nova does not appear, but it 
is seen on those taken subsequently to that 
date. These plates show -that the star was 
already bright on Dec. 10,and that it attained 
its greatest brigutness on Dec, , when it 
was of the fourth magnitude. Evidently 
then, the star had blazed up within a perk 
of twenty days. It is now gradually fading 
away. 

The outburst of this star was like previously 
recorded occurrences of the kind. Ina few 
days, oreven in a few hours, a conspicuous 
star is seen where nore was before visible, 
and after a few days of greatest brilliancy 
there isa decline more or less rapidly until 
the star settles down to what seems to be a 
normal behavior. 

What causes these very rapid and very 
remarkable changes? 

The spectroscope throws some light on the 
problem. The spectrum of Nova Aurig# is 
very different from that of an ordinary star. 
The hydrogen lines are quite dark, with 
bright lines toward the red. This would im- 
ply that the spectrum is not that of an incan- 
descent mass of gas, nor of light passing 
through such a mass, but that a very violent 
disturbance is going on. It seems to show 
thatthe star is surrounded by a mass of 
flaming gas in the most violent agitation, but 
not by incandesent gas such as comprises the 
chromosphere of our own sun. 

To account for the instantaneousness of this 
outburst, andthe rapidity with which the 
light has declined, one must conclude that 
they are bodies wholly unlike our sun. As 
Prof. Pritchett of Washington University re- 
marks, it is impossibie to conceive that the 
sun could suddenly develop 2,000 times its 
light and heat, in a few hours, as did that 
star in the Northern Crown, and if it did so 
increase in temperature, it is utterly impossi- 
ble to conceive of its returning toits normal 
condition in a few, weeks, as some of 
these stars seem to have done. Only a 
small body, or collection of small bodies, 
could thus behave. But these stars are not 
in the aggregate small, or they would not 
appear so bright at such enormous distances. 
In my judgment this and other similar tem- 
porary stars are vast collections of small 
separate bodies—swarms of meteors, in fact, 
Perhaps the outbreak is due to collisions be- 
tween enormous meteor streams. 

The star in the Northern Crown (which 
appeared in May, 1866) was subjected to close 
spectroscopic scrutiny at the outburst, was 
perceived to be the ignition of vast masses 
Ot hydrogen. One ofthe most curious facts 
revealed by the spectroscope is the universal 
prevalence of hydrogen throughout the cos- 
mos. Certain variable stars seem wrapped 
in a mantle of gaseous incandescence. A 
star which broke out in the Swan in 1876 was 
seen, a year later, to have be- 
come a planetary nebula, and later 
the spectroscope, and astronomers can only 
conjecture what its exact condition may now 
be. Prof. Pritchett is inclined to think that 
there is no clear dividing line between stars 
and nebulz; planetary nebule and gaseous 
Stars are probably transitional forms that 
bridge the mighty gap between such finished 
orbs as Sivius, and the faintly-lucent stuff 
that curdies round the bhapezium of Orion or 
that envelopes the Pleiades. ‘‘The outbreak 
in Auriga was probably the birthof a new 
sun—not the destruction of an ancient one.’’

HAND SHADOWS.. 


ANCIENT FUN WHICH Is JUST AS EXTEER- 
TAINING NOW AS EVER.

Since time immemorial, pudding boys and 
girls have sought amusement trying to re- 
produce the fantastic and deceptive shadows 
which they have seen or had pictured to 
them, by twisting their fingers into curious 
shapes and throwing the shadow on the wall. 
If the boys and iris, instead of trying the 
designs for themselves, will use the models 
given below they will be able to accomplish 
some very clever feats, and with but little 
practice become expert. But instead of 
using the wall, they should rumage the 
cellar and find an old clothes horse. Stretch 
a piece of sheeting tightly over the upper 
half ofthe center leaf and drape the lower 
half with dark cloth. Cover the side wings, 
too, and after setting the screen 60 
that it forms three sides of a 
square, place it against the wall which 
should make the fourth side. The operator 
should sit in the middle with a candle ona 
table and his chair between the candle and 
the screen. Then, having seated his audi- 
ence outside, he is ready for work, It wiil 
be necessary for him to have prepared in ad- 
vance a few hats, boots, etc., but they may 
be easily cut out of stiff brown paper.

VIENNA, Feb. 12.—Up to within a few years 
ago the art of skating consisted of nothing 
more than rapid skating, and long-distance 
skating; but through the establishment of 
artificial rinks, and above all the great im- 
provement that has taken place in those 
tools of torture that we were pleased to call 
skates, skating has assumed the character of 
art. It is an art and a science; it has been 
systematized, has its history, its literature 
and its school, In short, it has become a 
sport in the best sense of the word, which 
means that it is not an idle pastime for peo- 
ple who have little else to do, but that it em- 
bodies a systematic gymnastic exercise 
which tends to develop and perfect the hu- 
man body. 

At present the Vienna system or school of 
skating governs the principal rinks of 
Europe, and forms the basis for the future 
progress made in the art of skating.

His foot caught in some wreckage 
as he went over the ship’s rail, and his 
last thought was that he was helpless and it 
was allover with him. The men on the float 
knew instantly that there had been an accl- 
dent, and they heaved away on the line with 
& will and soon brought the unconscious 
diver, bruised and bleeding, to the surface. 

When they saw the blooa and water run out 
of tife helmet,’’ says the Captain, grimly, in 
telling the . **they thought it was all 
blood and that I was done for sure. But we 
patched up the cuts, and two days after I 
went down again.’’ 

The diver sees in clear water strange and 
beautiful sights. He can see the kelp waving 
over the rocks and fishes darting in and out 
ofthe shattered wreck upon which he is 
working.

Divers only smile at the stories of 
people in sunken ships sitting at tables and 
standing with their jewels in their hands at 
State-room doors, for drowned bodies always 
rise and they are usually found floating under 
the decks. So when the diver entered-the 
cabin of this sunken propeller and saw a 
beautiful young woman standing opposite 
him he Was more than surprised, he was 
frightened.

seemed to nod at him and smile, as a nostess 
who greets a welcome guest. Some men 
would have pulled on the life-line and gone 
to the top in a hurry; this diver did not. His 
courage came back to him, and he ap- 
proached the dead girl to find her dress 
caught in the state-room door; she swung to 
and fro with the vessel’s motion and his im- 
agination filled out the picture.

-It is proper to say that the 
man who took it bardest was from London, 
and he was so discouraged as to begifi the 
day witha brandy and soda. My view of 
duty when the two eggs were consumed—and 
I had the courage to oruer a chop 
in addition and partook of that chop— 
was that it was a good morning to seea 
few churches and study the frescoes that one 
must see, and that are so indistinct when the 
sun is shining that it isa vanity and vexation 
to throw oneself into the attitude of doin 
them. We entered the Baptistry a secon 
time, and the guide repeated an offensive 
sentence—this: *‘Here is where you say Dante 
was baptized,’’ and thas sought to shake my 
faith in my local Knowledge. I shouldn't be 
surprised ifthe man did not believe Dante 
ever was baptized or ever was in Florence.

It has been impressed up- 
on me mony times that Italy was a dreadful 
place in the winter time, because the old 
stone houses were so cold and there were no 
fires, and the Italian people have been most 
disrespectfully spoken of in that connection. 
I want to say, with full understanding of the 
breadth of the impudenceand the height of 
the audacity of the assertion, that the Italians 
are far wiser about the temperature of their 
houses than are the people ofthe United 
States of North America. do not know the 
public building, from any one ofthe depart- 
ments in Washington to the hotels, great and 
small, West and East, that is not horribly 
overheated, andthe remark may de safely 
extended to the majority of private houses. 
We use fuel with frightful and wasteful pro- 
fusion that is one of the most scandalous 
profiigacies tn the universe. We steam-heat 
ourselves at home,in the churches (when 
there are not red-hot air furnaces) in the cars 
day and night, in our offices, until weare fas 
in the fierce clutches of the pneumonia. 
Overheating everything is one of our 
nationalabominations. We should live in a 
temperature not to exceed dy artificial 
means 65 deg., and we are not content with 
less than from 70to75 deg. There was a howl 
before I left home that the 9 Brid 
cars were not heated, and some chilly people 
wrote aguelsh letters about the cold and 
clammy outrage to the newspapers, and 
these were classified as ‘*public complaints. 

I have not as yet heard any of my American 
fellow citizens and travelers complaining of 
the absence of patent 1 ladders at the 
windows of their rooms in the Italian hotels. 
They all had to say they felt a reasonable as- 
surance of safety in houses whose inner as 
well as outer walls and stairways were stone 
— rocks that resist the Dillows and the 
Sky. Idid, though, hear a reasonable com- 
plaint a orence hotel by an 
American citizen. While at 
d’hote he glanced upward and, grow 
ing pensive, said he had seen hung-oe 
cellings decorated by old masters during the 
day without being called upon to dine under 
one that combined the godiac with soology, 
mythology anda somewhat flagrant ph 
ology.

If one had that ceiling in Chicago he might 
set himself up for an did master.

The naughtiest things I saw were obtrusive 
fig leaves, usually oftin: painted white, and 
strung around the forms of human beings 
with wires. The most nude figures were 
those in which there was a manifest struggle 
for concealment, There is this to say how- 
ever, Many of the statues are mutilated, ana 
the fig leaf has its appropriate uses. ere 
is a curious case tn St. Peter's. On the right 
of the throne of the saint, there is 
a tomb of a Pope, on which the 
artist laced two recumbent female 
figures in marble—the one of Age, and 
the other of Youth.

HORSE FLESH FOR FOOD. 


A RESTAURANT IN BERLIN WHERE 
NOTHING ELSE IS SERVED. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POS8T-DISPATCH, 

BERLIN, Feb. 16.—It were more correct to 
say, Horse flesh as officially acknowledged 
tood, “ for the inhabitants of most large 
cittes would be astonished if they knew ex- 
actly how much of that noble animal they 
consume under the impression that they are 
enjoying beef, pork, etc., but as their ig- 
norance is probably bliss, Iwill not touch 
that point again, but will keep strictly to my 
subject, which is to be the trade in 
horse flesh for food as developed in 
Berlin. In this great and  prosper- 
ous city there are no less than 
eight slaughter-houses, twenty-seven mar- 
kets and two restaurants where horsefiesh 18 
the only article dealt in. Between %0 and 
1,000 horses are used for food every year, but 
the dealers acknowledge that in face of pop- 
ular prejudice, a great portion of it goes un- 
der other names, particularly in the manu- 
facture of sausage. Being free from preju- 
dice myself, and anxious in the interests of 
science to learn more of the particulars of 
this trade, I visited one of the restaurants 
and obtained from the proprietor consider- 
able interesting information. The place was 
not inviting in appearance, being in the 
basement, in a populous, but far from 
wealthy quarter, and perhaps it was just 
as well that so little light fell through 
the small windows for floor, tabie 
and benches in the two low 
rooms would hardly bear inspection. The 
place was full, and the proprietor,a youngish 
man, with an appearanceof energy and push 
about him which was far more American 
than German, was bustling about taking or- 
ders, receiving payment, chatting with the 
guests, and quite filling the estaplishment 
with his presence. Judging from his good 
clothes and general good humor business 
must be flourishing, and the great Danish 
hound asleep under a table, as well as the 
black poodle that walked about inspecting 
the guests with his sharp eyes, looked well 
fed and comfortable. The diners were mostly 
workmen of the better class, with here and 
there a clerk or salesman, and the constant 
coming and going must have filled the heart 
of the proprietor with gladness. The menu 
was more remarkable for cheapness than for 
variety, as nothing but horseflesh was 
served, washed down with excellent Bavarian 
beer, at 10 pf. ( cents) a glass, Cheap even 
for Bern. | : 

A fillet, with potatoes, good, generous por- 
tions, cost 2pf (s cents), liver, rib slice, 
steak, preparedin various ways, could be 
had for the same price, while a cup of bouil- 
lon cost 6pf (1% cents.) 

I can speak for the excellence of the boull- 
lon and the fillet, which latter was tender 
and tasty, in no wise differing from the same 
slice in beef. The so-called red sausage,’’ 
prepared in the same way as that made from 
pork, is so exactly the same tnat it would 
puzzle the sharpest palate to tell the differ- 
ence, and as it costs less than half the price

At present popular opinion is still strong, 
and the markets owe their prosperity to the 
general distress which places other meat en- 
tirely out of the reach of hundreds, and com- 
— them, whether they will or not, to buy 

orseflesh, or go without. The governmental 
control of the business is very strict, only 
perfectly healthy animals are slaughtered 
and if the meat does not contain sufficient 
fat it is sent to the zoological gardens, where 
there is a constant demand for it. Almost 
every portion of the animal is utilized, that 
not cooked for the table being sold as food 
for dogs or cats. 

There is really only one good reason why 
the horse should not become a general 
article of diet, and that is that the animal 
himself is far too valuable otherwise. If he 
were to be kept for food alone, the meat 
would be more expensive than beef. But 
every day,all over the country, there are 
young healthy animals killed through acci- 
dent, and as no one has yet discovered the 
meat to be injurious to the human stomach 
and as it is certainly palatable, why should 
it not be utilized for food? . in the 
market the meat looks very like beef, being 
only a trifle darker in color, liver, heart, 
etc., are almost purple, but steaks and ribs 
are quite natural. It requires, as a rule, a 
trifle longer cooking, and I have heard that 
the raw meat emits an odor which at times is 
disagreeable. But as this information comes 
from a lady who has cooked horseflesh ge- 
casionally for her pet Gog, I take it that the 
odor is not strong enough to trouble the 
average cook, and would be only disagree- 
able for a too industrious mistress. 

The Union of Horse Butchers’’ ts consid. 
ering the question of opening a large, well 
appointed restaurant in a more fashionable 

uarter, but that seems hardly desirable, for 
the effect can only be to raise the price of 
horsefiesh, which would destroy its chief 
merit, the cheapness which brings Kk within 
reach of the poor, G. I. O.

An Attempt to Do So Results Disas- 
trously — An Increased Demand for 
Corn—Dullness in Flour—Low-Priced 
Cotton—Local Chat for Merchants.

in touch with the foreigners than’ is the 
West, New York has been working the wheat 


market all the past season whenever the 
West became too enthusiastic and over sold 
themselves. The last twist they gave that 
run the shorts in was about two weeks ago. 


They undoubtedly were out for the same 
this past week, but it did not go through 


and yesterday's close was ide below the 
preceding Saturday’s latest figures. Yet the 
would-be manipulators had an innuence on 
their side in the cola, frosty weather in 
Europe, and reports of damage to the French 


crop, that during any preceding period this 
season would have had the whole 
bear contingent in full run, had it been 
sprung upon them, It goes to show that 
speculation in the West is losing its fear of 
European conditions, that heretofore have 
Deen all- powerful, and is relying more upon 
weather, crop and supply and demand condl - 
tions in their own country, The utmost that 
could be worked out of the foreign weather 
and crop advices was not 2c, May selling up 
to 98%c and July to 87%c last Thursday and 
yesterday May was off to dine and July to 
desc. Latest figures on the curb were 92c for 
May and 8&%c for July. As stated in this col- 
umntime and again since the last heavy 
fall of snow lest the ground, the 
winter wheat crop is showing wonder- 
fully improved prospects as compared 
with its condition when the December gov- 
ernment report was issued. Every State 
Agricultural Board’s bulletins confirm this, 
and the private und public advices are nearly 
all ot the same tenor.

If Minneapolis is not more careful she will surely 
rob Chicago of her well-earned title Windy City. 
The commission merchants are sending broadcast at 
presens a pamphlet entitled, Minneapolis as a 

‘ruit Produce Market. which, with a grand flour- 
ish, showe the enormous trade coming to them 
citing the leading articlesand the amount received 
during the season. Here is a sample: Any New 
York er or association will bear witness 
to the fact that this — * capable of taking care ot 
more Concord grapes than any other point in the 
country, not excepting New York or Chicago. The 
reasons for this are that Minneapolis is located in a 
territory where heavy shipments to non-producing 
points are possible. It has a non-proaucing trade of 
millionsto supply. * * * Last season’s receipts 
of Concord and Ives grapes aggregated 446,743 
baskets.’’ Now, let us see. Divide this sum by 
3.000, the number of baskets in a car, and we find 
nearly 149 cars. St. Louls, which is wholly 
ignored in this contest, or review, received 
during the same ti ue from New York, 
Onio and Pennsylvanta as shown by the records in 
railroad offices here 184 cars of grapes. But this 
does not begin to cover the receipts disposed of 
here. Before any of this fruit comes to us we have a 
big local crop to dispose ef, and we are in a produc- 
ing section, and distribute largely in fruit-growing 
districts. fe also have car-load shipments from 
Illinois, Georgia and elsewhere, not enumerated in 
the foregoing. Other statistics in this pamphlet will 
be referred to in later issues of the POsT-DISPATCH, 
for they afford, as compared with the trade here, 
abundant room for criticism.

The fruit prospects for Missouri as gathered from 
very full reports to L. A, Goodman, Secretary of the 
State Horticultural Society, are offered to the public 
through the lastissue of the Rural World. The re- 
ports cover seventy-two counties and embrace every 
fruilt-growing section of any importance in the State. 
Mr. Goodman is something of an enthusiastic horti- 
culturist, a gentleman of means and leisure, has a 
very extensive acquaintance throughout the State, 
and it can safely be said when it comes to the ques- 
tion of accuracy his reports will compare favorably 
with the best made in the country, and if at all open 
to criticism would be through the opinions or con- 
clusions reached by the many correspondents upon 
whom he relies for information.

Chicago Market Letter. 


CHICAGO, IIL, March 5.— Wheat was rather quiet 
most of the session anda lower range of prices was 
established.

AFTER ANOTHER TRUST. 


Government Officials Pursuing the Cord- 
age Combination. 


CHICAGO, III., March 5.—The powerful ma- 
chinery of the Government which worked so 
well in securing indictments against the 
Whisky Trust officials has now been set in 
motion against the Cordage Trust, which has 
been boosting prices with a high hand lately.

OPERATIONS OF THE VANDBRBILTS I8 
WALL STREET. 


Causes of the Big Stock Movementse—The 
New England“ Condition and Pros- 
pects — Remarkable Strength of the 
Vanderbilt Stocks. 


New Tonk, March 5.—Some time in the 
future Wall street will look upon the period 
between the middle of last November and the 
present time as one of remarkable fluctua- 
tions and tremendous activity in the security 
markets. This is a view of the case which has 
not presented itself to most Wall street men. 
For brokers look upon large business and 
profits as their due and are not surprised 
when it comes. Particdlariy have they Gone 
so during the recent years when the number 
of men in the business has been large enough 
for transactions beyond the imagination. 
But the fact remains that these are exciting 
times in Wall street, and that this isa fat 
period in the brokerage business. The spurts 
and jumps of the time named nave been in- 
terspersed with brief periods of stationary 
prices or declines. But, viewed from a dis- 
tance, at some future time there will be ap- 
parent only a regular upward movement 
which has carried the average of prices 
steadily higher, and which will be known as 
the Dull market of 1891-2, even if it goes no 
further. The average of prices is now 
about seven points higher than in 
November, but that figure by no means 
represents the advances in the stocks which 
have been the features of the remarkable 
movements of the past month. Many stocks 
have undoubtedly been in the hands of 
cliques. No one will dispute that for a 
moment. There has not been a shadow of 
the general spontaneous buying movement 
of last September. Brokers who depend 
upon general commission business have been 
far from happy. The men who have 
done the business have been a few 
gilt - edged brokers and clarion- 
tongued room traders in the 
employ of the cliques. Those who constitute 
the street in general—that ig the small speca- 
lators and the rank and file of the stock 
houses—have deen either onlookers or losers 
of money, while the tremendous movements 
in the various coal stocks and in New England 
have been under way. 

The lasttwo movements, namely those in 
Delaware & Hudson and in New Engiand, are 
still shrouded in mystery. To explain each, 
the vague and unsatisfactory statement has 
been made that the Vanderbilts have been 
buying. From the beginningof time, good 
and evii have always been personified. The 
religion of every nation has had its and 
its evil genius. This probably represents the 
tendency ofhuman nature to concentrate re- 
sponsibility and fix it upon some personality. 

GOOD AND EVIL SPIRITS. 

We are much the same sort of fellows now 
that we were in the days of Cain and Adel. 
Wall street, like every other community, has 
its good and evil spirits, to one of which it 
lays the responsibility for all events which it 
cannot otherwise explain. It is not neces- 
sary to state who the evilspiritis. Every 
one knows him. He is held responsible for 
every decline in the stock market and for 
most of the financial calamities, including 
panics. The women and children of 
well regulated brokers’ families hold him 
responsible when the head of the family 
is cross or close about money matters. He is 
a mild little gentlemagp, but in their minds he 
probably takes the a ct and proportions of 
anogre. The name of the g spirit is Van- 
derbilt. Every upward movement in the 
stock market which is not definitely ex- 
plainable otherwise is attributed to the Van- 
derbilts. The very name has talismanic 
power. Connect it with any railroad or oth- 
er corporation, in fact with any en- 
terprise whatsoever, and straightway 
that with which it is connected 
advances in pecuniary value and 
public esteem. It would seem that Wall 
street’s millenium will be when the Vander- 
bilts control every railroad property and ad- 
minister it as they have administered the 
Lake Shore and the New York Central. Itis 
not yet apparent whether the reports con- 
necting the name of Vanderbilt with the two 
stock movements referred to have more ofa 
basis than this. But in each case it is easy 
to conjure up reasons why the buyers, who- 
ever they may have been, bought. It was 
most importanttothe successofthe Read- 
ing combination that the Delaware 
& Hudson management should be in 
sympathy with it. The contrary was 
equally important to the enemies of the 
Reading combination, It is almost certain 


that the Pennsylvania was negotiating for 4 


the Delaware & Hudson, but the probability 
is that those who bought so much of the 
stock the other day were friends of the Read- 
ing combination. As regards New England, 
it is reasonable to suppose that those who 
assumed control of the property a few 
weeks ago, did so with the idea of making 
radical improvements in it, The character 
ot men, and the circumstamtes of the prop- 
erty both indicate this. A direct line between 
New York and Boston is a very valuable 
thing, and bids fair to become immeasurably 
more so, as the two cities and the towns 
along the line increase through natural 
growth. The t wealth and earnings of 
the New York, New {Hampshire & Hartford 
have come from these things, and it is but 
natural to suppose that those controilin 

New England should emulate the success o 

the greater corporation. 

STRONG STOCKS. 

It is not to be denied that the New England 
has many advantages which, if properly 
seized, might make that road a great prop- 
erty.

NEWS FROM THE MINES, 


ITEMS OF INTEREST FROM THE GREAT 
CARBONATE CAMP. 


> 


A Decision in the United States Court That 
Opensan Extensive District—Progress 
of Work on the Adams—The Maid of 
Erin—Local Notes. 


LEADVILLE, Colo,, March 6.—A decision of 
the Supreme Court of the United States in 
the Gardiner and the Goodell claims releases 
apiece of territory that has perforce been 
lying idle for more than four years, and as 
the decision is in favor of the Mike and Starr 
people, there is no doubt but that this com- 
pany will now resume operations on the 
ground. Ithas been pretty well proven by 
the developments in the Moyer, the property 
ofthe Iron Silver Mining Co., that these 
claims contain the extension of the cele- 
brated A. T., Minnie, Col. Sellers and Moyer 
ore chutes, ana it will be upon this chute 
that the work will be done. 

The Maid of Erin mines, umited, continue 
to put out the same amount of good ore, and 
a tremendous amount of development is con- 
tinually going on. Among the most impor- 
tant developments there may be mentioned 
the fact that the lower, or Cambrian 
Quartzite, is now being shipped to the new 
smelting process of Mr. W. L. Austin. This 
is met with in the 750 foot level of the Maid of 
Erin shaft, and stringers of high grade sul- 
phide run down into it. Some fifty tons a 
day are now being mined and shipped of this 
stuff, and when thie capacity of the furnaces 
is increased the amount will be considerably 
added. 

THE ADAMS DISCOVERY SHAFT. 

The east drift, run from the Adams discov- 
ery shait, is now out into the Agassiz 
ground, and quite near the Mahala line, It 
promises to run intoa rich body of ore. The 
Wolf Tone shaft has already attained a depth 
of about eight hundred and ten feet, and will 
be carried down at least forty feet further, in 
order to get underthe parting quartzite. In 
a drift run to the south from this shaft a fine 
body of lead carbonate ore has lately been 
disclosed, shipments from which have al- 
ready begun.

SOUTHWEST MISSOURI MINES. 

JOPLIN, Mo., March 5.—The most important 
event of the week in the mining industry was 
the selling of fifty tons of spelter by the 
Empire Zinc Co. for export to England. 
Vivian & Sons of Swansea, Wales, and a 
company at Bristol, England, have been 
drawing supplies of ore at intervals from 


this district in 500 and 1,000 ton lots, but this 
is the first order received for 
spelter, the metal product. of the 
ores, notwithstanding that it has 
been possible several times within the past 
two years to ship spelter to England ata 
margin of profit. The Empire Co, will fill the 
order at once,and if theshipment shall prove 
a satisfactory one to the consignees a perma- 
nent market for our surplus metal will prob- 
ably have been found. Such a market would 
operate to increase the price of ore and so 
prove a stimulus to an already flourishing in- 
dustry.

UNIVERSITY Extension’’ is the title of an 
EXTENSION. article by George Herbert 
Palmer in the Atlantic. The 


chief dimculty in the way ofthe success of 
this movement in America relates to the 
constitution of the staff of teachers, In 


England the lecturers are not pro- 
fessors, but trained and leisured 
who like the work for its own 
In America there are no such class of 
The movement must depend for suc- 
nthe professors and instructors in 
sand Mr. Palmer is of the opinion 
impossible for them togive the 
time necessary. A professor nowadays must 
prepare lectures incessantly ; must perpetually 
revise them; must arrange examinations; 
direct the reading of his students; receive 
their theses; rsonally oversee is ad- 
vunced men and do a thousand and one other 
thin which leave him no time to 
think of extension lectures. Service from 
such men must be fitful, fragmentary and 
uncertain. In view of the conditions of edu- 
cation in this country already described, it 
is improbable that a staff-of teachers can be 
obtained atall. But something may still be 
done—something of a more modest sort than 
enthusiasts at present havein mind. There 
issue from our great universities every year a 
number of men who have had twoor three 
years’ training beyond their bachelor’s de- 
ree. Some of them have hada year or two 
oreign study. They frequently wish to 
teach. If the extension movement would set 
them to work it might have all their time at 
a moderate salary for two or three years. 
Such instruction would not be of the best 
but it would be sound and inspiriting. But 
even here the best men would soon be picked 
up by acollege, and few but would prefer an 
established position to a nomadic life. In 
short, university extension must abate its 
pretension and content itself with humble 
yet serviceable instruction.

If the telephone is 
not now adopted by Government, some gl- 
gantic corporation, some vast syndicate will 
be sure to utilizeit;and hereafter the Gov- 
ernment shall be forced to take it up for the 
public service, Oongress will be waived off as 
trespassing upon private and vested rights, 
as is already the case with the telegraph.’’ 

Concerning the erry ye a Judge Clark 
maintains that it would self-supporting at 
a low uniform rate; that everybody would 
use it. In repiy to the argument that it 
would add to the number of Government em- 
ployes, he says: For all distances under 200 
miles the telephone can be employed, and the 
present postmaster can of course use them.

ELECTRICAL William Crookes, indulges 
POSSIBILITIES, in a brilliant speculation in 
the Contemporary on ‘‘Some 

Possibilities of Electricity.’’ Telegraphing 
withouta wire he regards as almost within 
reach. Among the various purposes to 
which electricity may be put are sterilization 
of water supplies and other sanitary im- 
provements, the control of the weather, pro- 
motion of vegetable growth and other agri- 


cultural operations, as a remedial (medi- 
cinal) agent, as a substitute for heat and to 
make opaque bodies transparent and trans- 
parent opaque. Mr. Crookes looks for re- 
sultsin the realm of mentality. In some 
parts of the human brain may lurk an organ 
capable of transmitting and receiving other 
electrical rays of wave lengths hitherto un- 
detected by instrumental means. These may 
be instrumental in transmitting thought 
from one brain to another. In such a way 
the recognized cases of thought transference 
and the many instances of ‘coincidence’ 
would be explicable.’’ Mr. Crookes is so 
hopeful that he even expects that the English 
climate may be controlled. He objects to 
being calleda dreamer, and insists that his 
visions are those of one well versed in the 
facts of electrical science.

GLOBE, 708-718 Franklin avenue, 


ILLINOIS POLITICS. 


Senator John M. Palmer’s Position in 
the Presidential Race. 


THE DEMOCRACY OF THE STATE WILL 
BE SOLID FOR HIM. 


Beveral Sensational Rumors Contradicted 
—The Contest Among Republicans for 
the Gubernatorial Nomination—A Can- 
didate With Changed Views— Tanner 
Sure ofa Place on the Ticket. 


_ SPRINGFIELD, III., March 5.—A story quietly 
told gained some circulation here a short 
ime ago that Senator Palmer having studied 
the presidential question closely came to the 
conclusion that all tnings considered there 
was no chance whatever for his nomination, 
and that ifa Western man was to be chosen 
that the nomination would go to Boles of 
Iowa instead of himself. Another 
tale was told to the effect that Palmer 
really desired the nomination, but in case 
he saw that it was drifting elsewhere, that 
he would throw all hisstrength into Hill’s 
balance, as the most available candidate. It 
is true that the friends of Palmer are already 
working hard to secure for him the solid 
delegation of the State at Chicago, but a 
man who is very close to the Sena- 
tor said tothe Post-DIsPaTCH correspondent 
to-day. that the idea of Palmer leaning 
towards David B. Hillis simply absurd, and 
never entered his brain. The story, said 
that gentleman, ‘‘which has been the rounds 
of the press that Hill was determined to stand 
by and see the Democratic party defeated in 
preference to witnessing the nomination of 
Cleveland may go for what it is worth, but 
when it is supplemented by the additional 
story that Palmer would see the hopes of 
Democracy shattered before he would see 
Wm. R. Morrison receiving recognition the 
question has stretched itself away beyond 


the limits of the truth. 

There may be no love lost between the last 
two gentlemen named, but it may be put 
down as a fact that after himself Palmer de- 
sires to see the nomination of Grover Cleve- 
land. He would not object to Boles—in fact, 
he is heartily in favor of him—and neither 
would he object toany other Western man 
from any other Western State, providing 
he was constructed of available material. 
Still, he heid himself out as tn favor of Cleve- 
land, even before himself, on account: of 
avallability. But some allowance in this 
connection must be made forthe weakness 
of human nature. 

At the Cook County Democratic Convention 
yesterday the question was studied as to 
whether it would be better to instruct the 
delegates to the State Convention for Palmer 
or to leave the matter open and undecided, 
but other counsels prevailed and the dele- 
gates were unanimously instructed to stand 
by Palmer. The opinion is now expressed 
here that this example will be tollowed 
throughout the State. 

Is Fifer afraid of Collins? is often asked. 
The question cannot be answered with that 
fullness that carries final conviction. But 
one thing is certain, there is no man in the 
State that Gov. Fifer looks upon with so 
much uncertainty as he does upon Judge 
Collins of Chicago. Perhaps he does not heed 
much the self-nominating speech of the 
Judge given to the reporters, because it 
contains much that is self-asser- 
tion a on braggadocio. Still 
the Judge has a following that cannot be ig- 
nored. A few years ago he was loud in sup- 

ort of the compulsory education law as 
ound on the statute book to-day, but in 
traveling {from bis suburban home, where 
the German Lutherans are numerous, to his 
office in Chicago. the scales have fallen from 
his eyes and now he sees the error of his 
ways and proclaims withoutan if oran and 
that everybody should teach their children 
as they see t and that the compulsory act 
should be repealed. 

Out of all the other candidates for Gov- 
ernor on the Republican ticketa little while 
ago, nothing is heard now of any of them ex 
cept Clark and Hunt and Longenecker. The 
latter is said to be jockeying in tavor of 
Fifer, so that leaves it between the other 
three. Hunt is not much spoken of lately. 
In Effingham the day before yesterday the 
County Conveation was held and it was posi- 
tively known beforehana that the majority 
of the delegates were in favor of Fifer. But 
Horace Clark was there and made sucha 
telling speech thatthe delegates were hyp- 
notized forthe moment, during which time 
they passed resolutions indorsing Fifer’s ad- 
ministration but throwing in their adherence 
to Clark. But there is no guarantee that any 
of these delégates will stick. 

John R. Tanner is almost certain to be 
nominated for Treasurer. He, too, was at 
Effingham and madethe first speech of his 
life. He wanted, he said, tobe made Treas- 
urer for two reasons: one that he wanted 
the office and the other that he would not 
prove a deadhead in the enterprise, or words 
to that effect. Mr. Tanner has a great 
dealof confidence in Tanner and there is 
much reason why he should induige inthe 
pride. He is sailing M* under his own 
colorsand should hewin hecan thank his 
own management and that of his friends and 
should he lose, well, then hecan attribute it 
to a case of misplaced confidence. 

It would seem, however, after all this 
speculation has been indulged in regarding 
the Governorship that Judge Altgeld, asa 
Democratic candidate, is a mostjformidable 
„ seas mucti everybody concedes. A. 
J. Hunterstill maintains that he is liable to 
be nominated andin such an eventis sure 
of election. But then it is given out on the 
other hand that John C. Black will secure 
the nomination tor Congressmen-at-large 
and that the Governorship, so far as they 
are concerned, will be forgotten for the 
present. 

There is very little comment as yet in- 
duiged regarding other candidates on either 
ticket. Butthe time is approaching when 
matters political of all kinds will thicken 
throughout the State.

upon the necessity of a thoroughly religious 
training and again and again condemned 
neutral aud mixed schools. Cerfainly the 
Faribault plan falls under the head of mixed 
schools. But whatever be the Holy Father’s 
decision, Catholics will abide by it. When 
Rome speaks the cause is ended. 

Still when the decision comes we feel cer- 
tain that it willbe againstany compromise 
plan and in keeping with all former utter- 
ances fromthe Vatican on religious educa- 
tion. Ever since Archbishop Ireland’s ar- 
rivaithe cable has been informing us that 
his ideas on the school question have been 
as cordially received as he himself has in 
person. The attitude of the Civilta Catholica, a 
paper established under brie/jof Pius IX., and 
confirmed by another brief from Leo XIII., 
clearly contradicts the statements that his 
educational views are in consonance with 
those of the Vatican. Inan article published 
Feb. 6, where the whole Faribault case is re- 
viewed, vigorous exception is taken to 
the plan, as a former pumber a 
severe criticism was pronounced upon 
Dr. Bonqguilion’s educational views, This is 
indisputable evidence that Rome neither 
agrees with the Archbishop or Dr. Bongull- 
lon in this matter. 

»The real facts of the case are that the 
Faribault plan is now under inves- 
tigation pefore the Sacred College 
Notwithstanding inspired telegrams from 
the other side, all is not fair salling for the 
reverend Archbishop. We, his opponents 
on the school question, do not fear the out- 
come. 

Let me add one thing further. The attempt 
to associate the opposition tothe ‘*Faribault 
plan with Cahensleyism is both unjust and 
dishonest. I am sure that Archbishop Ire- 
land, who himself is a strenuous advocate of 
fair play and American straightforwardness 
cannot but deplore the inconsider- 
ate zeal some of his friends 
in putting him in 80 unseemly 
a position.

HATCH AND HOLMAN 


The Missourian Silencas the Great Indi 
ana Objector. 


CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS ENLIV 
ENED BY SEVERAL SHARP TILTS. 


Anti-Free-Coinage Men in Line for Mon- 
day’s Fight—The Committee on Agri- 
culture Pushing the Option Deals In- 
quiry—Reei Discomfited in an Ex- 
change With Crisp— Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—In the House to-day 
Mr. Hatch of Missouri called up the bill mak 
ing appropriationsto supply deficiencies in 
the Agricultural Department appropriations. 
The bill recommends $150,000 to carry into 
effect the meat inspection law, and $10,000 for 
experiments with sugar. 

The bill seemed to meet with favor until 
Mr. Holman (Indiana) attacked it on the 
ground that the Committee on Agriculture, 
which reported the measure, had no juris- 
diction Over it, contending that all deficiency 
bills belonged to the Committee on Appro- 
priations. He criticised the heads of depart - 
ments for violating the statutes by creating 
deficiencies. Of what use were laws if they 
had to be violated? He said further that in 
bis opinion the Dill had not been properly in- 
vestigated by the Committee on Agriculture. 

Mr. Hatch replied, with considerable feel- 
ing and emphasis, tliat the whole trouble 
with the gentleman from Indiana was jeal- 
ousy. He felt aggrieved that any other com- 
mittee should have jurisdiction over any ap- 
propriation bills but the committee of which 
he was Chairman. It was the same old 
story—it was nothing new. This bill came 
into the House with a unanimous report from 
the Committee on Agriculture, and yet Mr. 
Holman said the subject had not been prop- 
erly investigated. In his (Mr. Hatch’s) long 
experience he had never made report from 
any committee involving an appropriation 
which was not attacked by the Committee on 
Appropriations on the ground of its uncon- 
stitutionality or had not passed muster irre- 
spective of that committee. He de- 
Sired to say that the Committee on 
Agriculture would discharge its full duty in 
regard to any bill. He did not propose to be 
criticised by the gentleman from Indiana as 
to why the Agricultural Committee had done 
this orthatinregardtoany bill. That was 
none of Mr. Holman’s business, it was the 
business of the committee. As for investiga- 
tion on this subject, the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, Dr. Salmon, Chief of the Bureau of Ant- 
mal Industry, and Congressman Simpson 
had been heard,and all the light pos- 
sible shed on this deficiency bill and the com- 
mittee had exhausted every means within its 
power to ascertain all the facts. The Agri- 
cultural Committee did not report the 
bill by any favor from the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations. He had seen the 
gentleman apply the constitutional 
knife and pare appropriations so close you 
could not see them witha microscope, but 
when his own State was concerned he had 
opened the aoors wide enough to admit the 
Capitol. [Laughter.] He recalled one par- 
ticular instance where the gentleman from 
Indiana had urged, voted for, and, by di- 
gent work, succeeded in passing a bill appro- 
priating federal money for a turnplke road in 
Indiana. Indiana.] 

Mr. Holman: ‘‘Did you vote against the 
bill?’’ 

Mr. Hatch (with emphasis): ‘‘Yes, sir, I 
did. I never voted for anything of this kind. 
I will never vote to appropriate money to 
build a bridge or a road in any State or 
country.’’There was not a more intelligent or 
conscientious committee than the Committee 
on Agriculture. He intended to stand up 
to this work with all the earnestness and 
abllity he possessed. No more important, 
urgent or emergency appropriation was ever 
asked for by Congress. 

The bill wasthen passed and the House 
went into a committee of the whole on the 
invalid pension appropriation bill. 

The bill gave rise toa discussion of the 
merits of both parties in their dealings with 
the soldier, each arraigning the other on the 
record made on the soldier question, 

Mr. Boutelle of Maine served notice on the 
Democratic party thatthey would De held 
responsible for their tardy recognition of 
justice to the dependent widows and 
orphans. 

Mr. Pickler of South Dakota advocated a 
service pension bill in lieu of a pension under 
the present law. Pensions to soldiers were 
not gratuitous and not charities. The Gov- 
ernment owed it to the men who saved the 
nation to give them what was due, not as a 
charity, butasan act of justice. it was the 
soldier’s right to receive a pension. 

Mr. Tarsney of Missouri defended the bill. 
It carried $133,000,000, and this was all the 
Commissioner of Pensions asked for. He was 
tired of seeing brave soldiers who had been 
sick and wounded in battle drawing a pen- 
sion of $8 a month, while the men who never 
left the States, and who enrolled themselves 
as soldiers, drew $12 a month by virtue of 
the act of 1890, passed by the publican 
party. [Applause./

MISSOURI AT THE CAPITAL, 


WHAT OUR REPRESENTATIVES ARE DOING IN 
CONGRESS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 5.—There was to 
have been a meeting this evening at the res! 
dence of Mr. Tarsney of the Sub-Committee 
on Ways and Means to consider the question 
of duty on Mexican fmported ores. It will 
be remembered the question of silver bearing 


ores from that country cut quite a prominent 
figure in the last Congress, and that delega- 
tion after delegation appeared here toad- 
monish the Republican leaders against the 
tax, which if imposed would cut the trade of 
the Western smelters. The smelting refinery 
at Kansas City was largely interested and 
President Myers was here and fought long 
and bard against the argument that iree lead 
from Mexico would injure the great silver 
producing industries of the far West. 

The sub- committee, owing to a previous 
engagement of Chairman Whiting, did not 
meet to-night, but will meet Monday evening 
next and make a recommendation for the 
abolishing of the duty on the Mexican 

product. In fact a majority of the Ways and 
leans Committee of the House are favorable 
to the matter, and there remains no doubt 
now but what the duty will be stricken off 
when the tarif measure is put upon the 
passage. 

A weather flag station has been established 
Savannah, Mo., on the Missouri River 
through the efforts of Representative Wilson. 
This station does not become an observation 
point beyond the displaying of signals. Sst. 
Joseph will ultimately be made a signal sta- 
tion and point of observation. 

Representative Marsh Arnold said to-night 
that he was especially interested in securing 
an appropriation for the Cape Girardeau 
(Mo.) harbor; that there has been no spe- 
cific appropriation for this point for a num- 
ber of years and in the meantime sand bars 
have accumulated soas to almost shut out 
navigation. Mr. Arnold sid he was depend- 
ing on Representative Byrne of the River and 
Harbor Committee to help him through to the 
end he seeks. 

Representative John T. Heard appeared 
before the Committee on Rivers and Harbors 
to-day and made a brief but concise argu- 
ment for $1,000,000 appropriation for the im- 
provement of the Missouri River south of 
Kansas City. He also signed a $50,000 allot- 
ment for the mouth of the Osage. Last year, 
he stated, an appropriation was made for 
— se, but the River Commission re- 
garded it as inadequate and asked for a fur- 
ther appropriation, which the commission 
stated would enable them to accomplisha 
substantial work. Representative Bland was 
also before the committee and addressed 
them in advocacy of the same appropriation. 
Itisthe hope of Representative Byrne that 
he will be able to secure an increase for the 
Missouri and Mississippi over last year, but 
the chances are just now that the same 
amounts will be appropriated.

PLACED UNDER RESTRAINT. 


An Insane Indiana Merchant at San 

Antonio, Tex. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., March 5.—Ovid B. Wal- 
lace, ason ofthe late Postmaster, W. Wal- 
lace, of Indianapolis, anda nephew of Gen. 
Lew Wallace, called-at the County Clerk’s 
office here yesterday and asked for the arrest 
of Fremont R. Knight, who, he declared, is 
insane. Mr. Knight is a very wealthy whole- 
sale hardware merchant of Indianapolis and 
owns extensive ranches in Texas. Mr. 


Wallace states sunday, Feb. 21, Mr. Knight, 
then in Indianapolis, made demonstrations 
toward afemale cousin which showed his 
relatives that he was violently demented, 
At the instance of the demented man’s 
uncle, Mr. Wallace took him atonce to New 
York to consult Dr. J. C. A. Booth, a special- 
ist on insanity. The latter gave as his opin- 
ion that Knight was suffering from paralytic 
dementia, and held but slight hope of his re- 
covery. The young man’s relatives then 
concluded that a change of air and 
scene might benefit him, and sent Mr. Wal- 
lace with him to Texas. Throughout the 
trip and after his arrival here he was per- 
fectly amenable to his guardian until Thurs- 
day night, when he is alleged to have sud- 
denly struck him violently in the face and 
threatened to kill him. This violent action 
is alleged to have been repeated a short time 
afterward and Mr. Wallace, feeling that his 
life and that of others was in danger, con- 
cluded to have him placed in confinement 
where he would have the advantage of skill- 
ful treatment. 

He exhibited to the County Clerk, a certifi- 
cate from Drs. Richardson and Hays of 
Indianapolis, recommending Knight’s cope 
finement in an asylum. This was indors 
by the County Clerk of Marion County, Ind., 
who vouched for the reliability of the 
physicians. Knight spent last night in jail, 
and was to have had his examination this 
afternoon, but Mr. Wallace failed to putin 
an appearance for some unknown reason 
and the case was hot heard, 


WELL, THIS IS A WINDER. 


The Wonderful Invention of a New York 
Liquor Merchant. 


New YORK, March5.—S. B. Wortman, the 
wealthy liquor mercnant, has just patented 
an invention which is highly spoken of. Ex- 
plaining it to the SUNDAY PosT- DISPATCH 
correspondent to-day he said: 

think I can say that I have solved the 
spring motor problem. The nature of my in- 
vention isa mechanical movement designed 
to utilize the power of a coiled steel spring 
for operating or running cloc¥s or other ma- 
chines, and taking its first power from an- 
other source of energy, transmitting it to 
the operating mechanism. The object of 
my invention is to obtain, under the unwind- 
ing ot a spiral spring. an increased number 
of revolutions of the spring axle or shaft. 
These revolutions are ffom ten toa hundred 
times the number of rotations performed in 
the first winding. In the invention just 

ranted I am to secure the multiplied num- 

rot rotations of the axle and power shaft 
as the springs uncoil to a still greater degree. 
A still urther object is to partially rewind

Rev. A. H. Tevis’ Suit Against Pre- 
siding Elder Gill 


A LIVELY ROW AMONG THE METHOD- 
ISTS OF KANSAS. 


Work of the Methodist Conference at 
Kansas City, Kan.—Messerole Admit- 
ted as a Member of Plymouth Church 
—Dr. Eager’s New Charge—A Success- 
ful Meeting Closed. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 5.—Bishop Ninde 
of Topeka, who has been attending the Meth- 
odist Conference at the Washington Avenue 
Methodist Church in Kansas City, Kan., in- 
tended to leave for his home last evening, 
but did not carry out his intentions, Sheriff 
Peterson of Wyandotte County having served 
subpcenas on him to appear inthe Wyan- 
dotte County District Court that his depvst- 
tion might be taken to be used in the trial of 
the suit of the Rev. A. H. Tevis against Pre- 
siding Elder Edward Gill of the Leavenworth 
District for $20, 000 damages for 
alleged slander at last year’s 
conference of the Methodist Church, held 
at Washington, Kan. Besides Bishop Ninde, 
Other high dignitaries of the church were 
also subpoenaed for the same purpose. 
Among them Presiding Eider S. E. Pendleton 
ofthe Atchison District, Presiding Elder J. 
R. Madison of Junction City and Presiding 
Elder S. S. Dearborn of Topeka. 

It is alleged that Presiding Elder Gill made 
the slanderous statements in ths presence of 
these men. Dr. Tevis and his friends have 
taken deep offense atthe action ofthe con- 
ference in his case. It is not the 
general action lu his particular 
cage in accepting his withdrawal 
under charges from the conference that has 
incensed them so much as what they deem 
the extra official statement of Bishop War- 
ren, the presiding officer. Dr. Tevis says 
that these statements are not upheld by tue 
laws or the discipline and that they are a 
falge premise. To-morrow night, there- 
fore, he proposes to answer them from the 
pulpit of the People’s Church, in Kansas 
City, Kan. He says they hit him as they 
dropped his name and now, dropped, he 
proposes to strike back. 


KANSAS METHODISTS, 


WORK OF THE CONFERENCE IN SESSION IN 
KANSAS CITY. 
KANSAS City, Mo., March 5.—The history of 


ot the conference of the Kansas Methodist 


Episcopal Church which has been in session. 


at Kansas City, Kan., since Wednesday and 
which will close its work on Monday next 
dates back to 1856. In 1854 a mission was 
established on Kansas soll by Revs. W. II. 
Good and J. H. Grimn, two Methodist 
preachers of Indiana, and two years later 
the conference was organized. At that 
time, although it included the territories of 
Kansas and Nebraska, yet there were only 
eighteen charter members. The meeting was 
presided over by Bishop Baker. At the con- 
ference held at Leavenworth in 1860 it was 
decided to take Nebraska territory off the 
Kansas Conference on account ofthe rapid 


growth of population, and this was done. 
Nebraska then organizeda conference. 

In 1873 the conference at Ottawa divided the 
State into two sections, and at Abilene in 1882 
the State was divided into four conferences, 
the Kansas, the South Kansas, the Southwest 
Kansas and the Northwest Kansas. The 
church is very strong in the State, the mem- 
bership being over eighty-three thousand,and 
over five hundred ministers are employed 
within its borders. The Kansas conference, 
which includes all the territory in Eastern 
Kansas, is the largest conference in the State. 
There are 208 churches, valued at $618,000, 
ang eighty-nine parsonages, which cost 
$105, 200, located in sald conference. 
The statistics show thatthe churches havea 
total membershih of 21,000, while 175 ministers 
find employment.\ The four State confer- 
ences support three colleges—Baker Univer- 
sity, Southwest Kansas College and the Kan- 
sas Wesleyan Univgrsity. The Kansas con- 
ference is divided into five districts, and 
their presiding elders are as follows: Leav- 
enworth, Rev. Edwin Gill; Topeka district, 
Rev. G. S. Dearborn; Junction City district, 
Rev. J. R. Madison\ Manhattan district, Rev. 
James Lawrence; Atthison district, Kev. 8. 
E. Pendleton. 

Of the thirty-six sessions held by the mem 
bers of the Kansas Conference four were held 
in Lawrence, five at Topeka, four at Leaven- 
worth, two at Atchison, two at Holton, two 
at Manhattan and one at each of the follow. 
ing places: Nebraska City, Omaba, Wyan- 
dotte, Baldwin, Paola, Emporia, Ottawa, 
Salina, Washington, Junction City, Clay 
Center, Hiawatha, Abilene and Concordia, 
Thirty-eight years ago the conference was 
held in old Wyandotte, two years after its 
organization, but since that Methodist min- 
isters have fought shy of the Kansas me- 
tropolis for some reason until the present 
time. 

Bishop Henry W. Warren, D. D., who ts 
presiding over the conference now In session, 
was born Jan. 4, 1831, at Willlamsburg, Mass. 
He was educated at Wilbraham Seminary at 
Wilbraham and the Wesleyan University of 
Middletown, Conn. In 1855 he was ordained 
deacon; in 1857 elder and consecrated bishop 
in May, 1880. His residence is at Denver, but 
the coming year his work will be conuned 
mostly to the State of Kansas. Bishop War- 
ren has attained a very high standing as min- 
ister of the gospel and his long experience as 

residing officer of the various annual con- 

erences enables him to dispose of all ques- 
tions which arise in very short order, 

Among the Methodists of the State of Kan- 
sas, the name of Bishop W. X. Ninde, D. D., 
is known in every household. He has deen 
identified with church work in tue Sunflower 
State for a number of years, but is at present 
watching church affairs in the Southern 
States. He ts assisting Bishop Warren in con- 
ducting the conference. 

Bishop Ninde first saw the light of day at 
Cortland, N. Y., June 30, 1832. He was edu- 
cated at the Wesleyan University in Middle. 
town, Conn., and after graduating entered 
the ministry. He was ordained minister in 
1858, elder in 1860, and was consecrated Bishop 
in 1884. His residence is at Topeka, where he 
has lived a number of years. 

The present is the thirty-seventh annual 
conference of the Kansas Church and it 
promises to result in much a work. One 
of the last acts of the conference will de to 
assign ministers tothe various churches in 
the State for the ensuing year. To-day the 
visiting preachers fill the pulpits of the 
various churches in Kansas City, ° 
strong effort has been made to check the sale 
of liquors in the State and to oppose 8 
opening of the World’s Fair at Chicago.

NOTED SIRES. 


THE PRICES PAID FOR LEADING STALLIONS IN 
THIS COUNTRY AND ENGLAND. 

The review of the highest priced horses 
doing stud service in England and in both 
the thoroughbred and trotting ranks of 
America shows that the mother country 
leads the new world, though the horse com- 
manding the largest stud fee at this writing 
in the world is located on American soil. 
Taking the thirty-two most prominent 


horses so far advertised this year in each 
and England’s thoroughbreds average $616 
per season; America’s trotters $454, and 
America’s thoroughbreds $243. As to the 
showing made by the latter, it is well to bear 
in mind that a number of the greatest race 
horses in this country now in the stud are 
not at the disposal of the public. For 
instance, a horse like Salvator could get 
mares at any price, but his owner prefers to 
keep him as a private stallion in hopes of 
making a reputation forthe kanche del Paso 
stud. So it is with other noted horses, such a 
Prack as EI Rio Rey being used for private 

urposes in the stud only. The cheapest 

10orse@ standing in England commands a fee 

of $25. In this country it is by no means an 
unfrequent occurrence for horses to serve 
mares for the fee of the stud groom, 
$5, or toserve the dams of winners without 
receiving a single cent. In South America, 
Austria, Australia, Germany and France, 
stud fees for good horsesare high, but the 
latter class are held alone for the establish- 
ment at which they are owned, 
a majority of these breeding laces 
being the property of millionaires, nobiemen 
and in some instances the crown. Therefore 
itis not rare for a man with a few good 
mares to buy a good horse for a fancy price 
for the simple reason of his being unable to 
get seasons to horses in his country that are 
worthy of — — mated to the stud matrons 
he owns. The highest price ever paid tor a 
stud service is that now demanded by the 
Owners of imp. St. Blaise, $2,600, 
and that received by the owner of 
Stockwell in England which was a smalkr 
amount. Previous to the last decade in this 
country, Lexington and Rysdyk’s Hamble- 
tonian were the only stallions that de- 
manded as much as $500 for a single stud sea 
son, While in the olden time $100 was a huge 
price. An examination of the old books 
show that many stars that appeared in the 
twenties and thirties were secured by the 
owners paying for service of their sires a 
sack of meal,a bushel of potatoes or a measure 
of bran, 

The highest priced sires in England are 
Galopin, Tristan and Wisdom, $1,250 each, 
and Hampton, Barcaldine,Galliard, Grafton, 
Menting and Springfield, $1,000 each. There 
are sixteen stallions who stand at $500 each, 
Bendigo, Peter, Royal Hampton, Petrarch 
and Surefoot being in the list. Merry Hamp- 
ton and Sir Bevys and three others stand for 
$250 each, that being the lowest price in the 
list of thirty-two stallions. 

Of the American thoroughbred sires St. 
Blaise receives $2,500 for stud services, Long- 
fellow $500, Eolus $400, and Luke Blackburn 
and Iroquois $300 each. Hanover, Spend- 
thrift, Onondago, Powhattan, The Bard, Him- 
yar and Falsetto get $200 each and no other 
sires get over $150, Eight, including Bramble 
and Imp. Deceiver,stand for the latter price, 
and twelve stand for $100 each, the lowest 
price on the list. Among trotters Axtell, Al- 
lerton, Guy Wilkes and Nutwood demand 
$1,000 each, and ten, including Director, 
Wilkes Boy and Monbars, get $500 each, Jay 
Bird and Mambrino King $400 each, Sultan 
and Direct $850 each, and the balance of the 
list of thirty-two $300 each,

AMENDMESTS TO THE A. A. U. CORSTITUTION 
IN THE TNTEREST OF HARMONY. 


New Yor«, March 5.—The Amateur Athletic 
Union officials are making every effort to 
conciliate the confilcting interests through- 
out the United States, and with this end in 
view President Howard Perry and Secretary 
James E. Sullivan are proposing certain 
amendments to the constitution and by-laws 
which, if passed, will have the effect of

It is proposed to amend art.6, sec. 2, by 
providing for eight delegates from each as- 
sociation, butitis also suggested that the 
number be limited to six. It is then proposed 
to amend art. 7 by committing the manage- 
ment to a Board of Governors consisting 
of four or three delegates from each mem- 
ber, and one as heretofore, from each allied 
member. It has also been proposed that the 
board of Governors remain as at present 
with the exception that the representation of 
the Metropoiitan Association shall be three 
instead of two, the members of the board 
fromeach association to have collectively 
but one vote.

A little further down the line we 
come across Alcuin, another churchman. He 
taught in Paris in the latter half of the 
— century in the time of Charlemagne, 
who used to consult him on astronomical ques- 
tions. In the year 798 the King and his acade- 
micians felt great anxiety in consequence of 
the erratic movements of the planet Mars, 
whose disappearance for a whdle year puz- 
zled them ve much. They ask an ex- 
planation of Alcuin. In his reply he said: 

What has now happened to Mars is fre- 
quently observed of all the other planets, 
viz., that they remain longer under the hori- 
zon than is stated in the books of the 
ancients. The rising and the setting of the 
stars vary from the observations of those 
who live in the southern and eastern parts of 
the world, where the masters chie y flour 
ished who have set forth the laws of the uni- 
verse, Itis evident from these words that 
Alcuin was acquainted with the globular 
form of the earth and the phenomena de- 
pending on it. He was a scientist in all its 
— a man of rare genius and great 

The father then names Musoa a Christian 
physician who flourished in the ninth cent- 
ury, who became Pope Sylvester the Second, 
Albertus Magnus the great philospher who 
was made the Pope’s consulting theolo- 
gian, and Roger Bacon the monk and 
scientist who was made a Cardinal by the 
church. All these men taught doctrines 
— — to those of Ptolemy and in many 
particulars anticipated the discoveries of 
modern observers. 

Ihen comes Copernicus, who revolution- 
ized astronomy by his celebrated work, ‘‘De 
Kevolutionibus Orbium Ceselestium,’’ which, 
strange to say, he dedicated to Pope Paul III. 
Then follows such Christian names as Tyco 
Brahe, Galileo, Euler, Kepler, Descarte, 
Huygens, Newton, Leibnitz. All these were 
masters and there is not an agnostic or an 
inndel among them. Is not that strange? 

Now we can, if you wish, take any of the 
other sciences, except geology, which 18 
comparatively modern, and we can point out 
great men in the Christian past who worked 
zealously in the cause of science, and talked 
much less thanthe average agnostic. You 
Willsay that their labors and discoveries 
were in spite of Christianity, and I will say 
that you had better go overto the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard and tell the marines about it.

To the Christian, then, 
your hypothesis bears on its very face an ab- 
surdity. This he sees dlrectiy by his Christian 
instinct. Hence, when in scientific investica- 
tions he comes across results or supposed re- 
suits which are in contradiction to what he 
thinks to be the meaning o§ the Bible, he 
pauses and refiects and, instead of saying 
‘the Bible contradicts science,’ he says, 
either I have not understood the Bible 
rightly or I have not understood science cor- 
rectly; and before lI can affirm a contradic- 
tion I must readjust and reconsider my data. 
What I have taken to be the meaning of the 
Bible may not be its meaning, and what I 
have taken as a result of science may be only 
the result of a miscalculation somewhere; 
and before I can assert a contradiction be- 
tween them I must know the meaning of the 
Bible and have the last word ofscience on the 
subject. I know that this universe is but the 
thought of God projected into existence by 
His creative act, and that His word does not 
contradict His world.’ 

INFIDEL SOPHISTRY AGAIN. 

„This is the way in which a philosophic 
Christian mind would proceed, and not ag- 
nostic-wise draw the sword of Falstaff on 
men in buckram and Kendal green. I have 
said the Christian willsee the absurdity of 
your 442 at a glance, but a careful an- 
alysis of it will make this all the more clear.

You meet a Christian from Thebes, 
say, and you would reason with him thus:

The Christian asks, 
Are the results the last on the subject?’’

Bible to suit the new results, will you 
promise I will not have to change it again the 
next time we meet 500 years hence?”

W ween vou can assure the Christian 
that your ‘results reached by the human 
mind’ are fixed, finished, complete and un- 
alterable, you will be ready to use them as a 
test of the meaning of the Bible.

Tue conclusion from all this is that when 
there appears to be contradictions between 
the inspired Word of God and the true results 
of science we must conclude they are only 
apparent, not real.

To illustrate this let us su pose that 
the Scripture in so many words clearly and 
explicitly condemned the Oopernician system 
as erroneous. What then? Why, I would 
immediately conclude that in the probabill- 
ties of 10,000,000 to one, the one had won, and 
that science should direct its energy to Work- 
ing out the true system that would account 
for all phenomena past, present and to come. 
But, as a matter of fact, the so-called contra- 
dictions harped on by the agnostics are only 
men in buckram and Kendal green. :

Well, 
here goes again. 

‘*Lavoisier, by exploding the Phlogiston 
theory of chemistry, caused the results 
reached by the human mind to be abandoned. 
Therefore Lavoisier was not a friend of sci- 
ence. 

Lou don’t lower your flag yet? Well, here 
goes again. 

‘*Champolleon Figeac caused the results of 
the human mind on kgyptology to be aban- 
doned. Therefore he was not a friend of 
science. 

‘*Dr. Young caused the results reached by 
the human mind on the theory of light to be 
abandoned, Therefore he was not a friend of 
science. 

ONE SKIRMISH OVER. 

**Newton, Franklin and Edison caused the 
results of the hu-—. Ah, that is right, but 
you would have shown greater military gen- 
jus if you had promptly surrendered at the 
first shot, for you ought to have known that 
my caisson was full of ammunition. Now, 
then, Colonel, the result of this skirmish is, 
that even if lweretoadmit that the Church 
plus Bible caused the results reached by the 
human mind to be abandoned it would not 
follow that Church plus Bible was not a friend 
of science and true philosophy. That is the 
way your fine spun sophistry goes off in vapor 
when light and airis letinto it.

THE TAMPICO JETTIES. 


The Great Work Is Nearly Completed— 
What the Jetties Will Do for Mexico. 


Crrr or Mexico, Mexico, March 5.—The 
jetty work of Tampico harbor is now nearly 
completed. It was begun in April, 1890, and 
splendid progress has been made. The chief 
engineer having charge of the improvement 
is E. L. Corlbeil of Chicago, the successor of 
Capt. James B. Eads, who constructed the 
jetties at the mouth of the Mississippi. The 
resident engineer is Col. A. F. Wrotnowski, 
who is a capable man in every respect. The 
contractor is J. Hampson, who is well known 


throughout this country and the United 
States, An American company, of which 8. 
J. Reynolds of Boston is President, secured 
the concession for the improvement. The 
harbor work consists of two parallel jetties, 
situated at the mouth of the Panuco River. 
These jetties are one thousand yards apart 
and are constructed of rock and brush 
mattresses. They extend into the sea seven 
thousand feet. The principle upon which 
deep water has been secured is this: The 
Panuco River had anatural width of 1,200 
feet, but by the construction of the two 
jetties it is confined to 1.000 feet wide. 
Naturally its depth will have to increase, and 
ithas already deepened until eighteen feet 
of water has been obtained. At the mouth 
ot the river when the work was begun 
there was a great sand bar. 
As the jetties were extended 
into the sea, the bar was carried further and 
further out until now it is caught = the gulf 
current and carried away by the guif stream, 
keeping the channel perfectly clear all the 
time. Atthe farthest end of the jettiesa 
depth of 25 feet ot water has been reached. 
It is expected that the harbor will continue 
to deepen until 22 feetof water nas been se- 
cured. That depth would admit the largest 
of ocean vessels, and even with 18 feet, four- 
fifths of all the shipping vessels of the world 
can easily enter the port, as comparatively 
few craft draw over 17% feet ot water. The 
vessels of the Ward Line, which is operated 
by the New York Cuba Mail 
Steamship Co., are already discharging and 
receiving cargoes at the wharf at the City of 
Tampico. Before deep water was secured 
these vessels were compelled to anchor two 
miles from the mouth of the river and lighter 
into Tampico, a distance of nine miles. As 
it is now, no lightering whatever is required.

Gulf an the Mexican entral rall- 
roads are now constructing their wharts. 
The West India & Pacific Steamship Co. of 
Liverpool. the Ward Line and others, are 
arranging to commence work on their re- 
spective wharfs véry soon. The harbor will 
be very valuable to the Mexican Government 
as it will give protection to war vessels an 
enable the establishment of a navy, which 
has never been done because there was no 
harbor in which to give fhe vessels shelter. 
The navy now consists of — eight war ves- 
sels of poor pattern, drawing only eleven 
feet of water each. 

Two of the heaviest American purchasers 
of Mexican ores have suspended operations 
owing to the Mexican administrative ruling, 
which subjects ores in a powdered condition 
to the mint export tax. This suspension is 

ratifying to the owners of the new smeltérs 
— this country, but it is not at all acceptable 
to those who obtain their living by mining. 
The loss of the American market will also 
injure mining in districts where there are no 
domestic smelters to be aided.

IS SCUDDER INSANE? 


The Chicago Physician Accused of Kill- 
ing Mrs. Dunton. 


OPINIONS OF HOSPITAL ATTENDANTS 
DIFFER A8 TO HIS CONDITION. 


— 


He Is the Son of the Famous Divine—His 
Brother Thinks There Is No Doubtof 
His Insanity—How the Alleged Mur- 
derer Looks — The Affidavit Upon 
Which He Was Arrested. 


CuIcaco, III., March5.—Dr. H. M. Scudder 
in his cell at the Detention Hospital emphati- 
cally denied to-day that he murdered his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. F. H, Dunton, and as- 
serted that his arrest was the result of a dia- 
bolica] plot concocted by his wife’s relatives. 
Scudder’s friends were not ready to have the 
question of his sanity brought to an issue, and 
the physicians of the hospital declared that 
more time was needed to observe the prison- 
er’s actions and learn his real condition. 
Opinion is divided atthe hospital on the in- 
sanity question. The attendant who has 


charge of Scudder said: 

A sham—a perfect sham. Pretty clever 
at it, though, wasn’t he? Rather over- 
did the matter, though. Why, I wou stake 
my life there is nothing the matter with that 
man. I have seen and handled every 
phase of insanity, and if that man is insane 
go are you and 1. I could hardly keep from 
laughing most of the time. The will nled 
inthe Probate Court yesterday is what is 
known as the first will and was executed one 
yearago, This will was in the box which Dr. 
Scudder is alleged to have been caught steal- 
ing by Mrs. Parker, sister of Mrs. Dunton. In 
this will Mrs. Scudder, adopted daughter of 
Mrs. Dunton and wife of the prisoner, comes 
in for about $30,000 of the $100,000 estate. 

A later will bearing the date of Feb. 1, 
1892, one week before the death of Mrs. Dun- 
ton, has been discovered and this bequeaths 
her entire estate to Mrs. Scudder and makes 
Dr. Scadder the executor. This is an alleged 
fraudulent will, Mr. Dunton Dy his attorney 
to-day presented a will in court and was 
granted letters testamentary under it. By 
this will Mrs. Dunton leaves all the property 
to her husband, three sisters and two grand- 
sons. The will which leaves some of the 
property to Dr. Scudder’s wife was men- 
tioned by the court and Mr. Dunton’s attorney 
stated that he would avail himself of the 
privilege of not presenting it for thirty 
days. The attorney claims it is a forgery. 
Hannah Johnson is the servant who says she 
witnessed the attack on Mrs. Dunton. She 
walked into the room unexpectedly and says 
she saw Dr. Scudder repeatedly striking Mrs. 
Dunton on the head with some weapon. The 
woman screamed at the first blow and then 
remained quiet on the floor. The servant 
was so much afraid of Dr. Scudder that she 
did not tell what she had seen for two days. 
While witnessing the murder she says she 
saw Dr. Scudder stoop down and inject some- 
thing through a hypodermic syringe in 
Mrs. Dunton’s neck. This syringe has been 
founc. ‘The pressure on it had been so great 
that the needle bent double. Adose of mor- 

hine, sufficient to cause death in case the 
— failed, is said to have been injected 
into Mrs. Dunton’s body. Dr. Scudder ac- 
knowledges that he injected the morphine, 
but says it was to ease her pain. Mrs. Scud- 
der, Wife ofthe man accused of murdering 
her foster mother, was in tue Detention Hos- 
pital building to-day, but spent all her time 
in the little reception-room off the hall. By 
her sat the Rev. H. M. Scudder, the aged 
father of the prisoner. 

A FAMOCS FATHER. 

Dr. Henry M. Scudder was graduated in 
Brooklyn nearly twenty years ago. His 
father, the Rev. H. M. Scudder, was one of 
the most famous preachers in brooklyn, and 
had charge at one time of the Central Con- 
gregaiii al Church. He was finally called to 
th pastorate of Plymouth Church, where he 
remuined for several years, and then went to 
Japan to join his son, the Rev. Doremus Scud- 
der, and his daughter, Kate, who were doing 
missionary work there. The daughter died 
and Dr. Scudder, his wife and the Rev. Dore- 
mus Scudder returned tothiscountry. They 
have since lived in Chicago. The Rev. John 
L. Scudder, pastor of Jersey City Tabernacie, 
is another son. He married a sister of Sur- 
rogate George Babbott of Brooklyn. 
Dr. Scudder was raduated from the 
Long Island College Ospital, and before 
going abroad to study took a course of special 
study at the Brooklyn Eye and Ear Infirmary 
on Livingston street. One of Dr. Scudder’s 
intimate friends living in Brooklynis Alonzo 
Alford of No. 315 Monroe street. Alford vis- 
ited Dr. Scudder at his Chicago home last 
October. I had not seen him in some time, 
said Mr. Alford, and 1 found him somewhat 
broken in health. He had been compelled 
for that reason to abandon his general prac- 
tice and to only attend to ofiice calls and in- 
surance examinations, in which line he then 
represented several companies, I am 

shocked at the news and 
there must be some ter- 
mistake, 1 have known him 
from boyhood. He is tall and slender, nerv- 
ous and epergetic. If these reports are true, 
the poor fellow must have become insane. 
The trying climate of India may have had 
something to dy with it. His father’s health 
has been broken down from the same cause 
and forced him to relinguish his mission 
Work. 

It is a very sad affair,’’ said Dr. Lyman 
Abbott, pastor of Plymouth Church. The 
fame of the Scudder family as missionaries 
was knownall over the world and the name 
is still dear to Bruoklynites, who remember 
the father and his successful pastorate in this 
city. Ihope the charge is not true. It does 
not seem as if a sane Man could act so. 

Dr. J. L. Scudder of Jersey City, a brother 
of the alleged murderer, was not surprised, 
he said to a reporter last night, at the trouble 
into which his brother had got. I have 
just received a telegram from Chicago from 
my brother Doremus, stating that Henry Is 
insane beyond a shadow ot a doubt, and some 
of the lest specialists in Chicago have so 
assured him. 

The affidavit on which Justice Brayton is- 
sued the warrant for the arrestof Dr. Scud- 
der reads as follows: 

STATE OF ILLINOIS, COUNTY OF COOK, ss.—Han- 
nah Johnson, being duly sworn. says she was 6 
domestic serving in the family of Frank H. Dunton 
on the 2let day of February last; that on that day, at

MRS. DUNTON’S SKULL HAD BEEN FRACTURED IN 
SIX PLACES. 


JaNESVILLE, Wis., March 5.—The autopsy 
to-day showed thet Mrs. N. H. punton’s 
skull had been fractured in six places, The

external injuries, There was a 
wound 2% inches long on the inner side of the 
right arm above the elbow. At the root ofthe 
nose there was a contused wound, There was 
a wound on the top of the head an inch long, 
extending through tothe skull. Just back of 
this was a fracture three inches long. One 
inch from this was a contused wound 
half an inch in length. Near the 
back of the head was a fracture 


1 inch long. From the beginning of this 
fracture there wasone extending at right 
angles across the top of the head, 
an from the interior point of the 
wound first described there was another 
fracture communicating with it, it extend- 
ing forward and across the top of the head, 
and from the interior point of the first 
wound described there was another 
fracture extending downwara toward the 
ear. There was another fracture an inch and 
a half in extent and the two last fractures 
communicated with each other towards the 
lower point and a crescent-shaped piece 
of bone was lifted up. The 
blow dealt at this point had evidently been 
especially savage, Any one ofthe fractures, 
itis sai would have caused death. The 
Rev. John L. Scudder, a brother of the ac- 
cused man, was seen last night by a reporter 
at his home, 3811 Varick street, Jersey 
City. He had just receiveda dispatch from 
another brother, the Rev, Doremus Scudder 
of Chicago, which read: ‘We believe Harry 
insane, Put no credence in press statements.’ 
Of course my brother is insane, said 
Mr. Scudder, that is if he did this horrible 
thing at all. We know nothing definite about 
it except what the papers say, but I cannot 
believe that any sane man would attempt to 
murder anyone with a man in the next room 
and a servant expected any moment. Since 
my brother’s return from India eight years 
ago he has been a physical wreck and he had 
always been inclined to brood over anything 
that worried him.

Recent Misfortunes of Sarah Althea 
Terry, Once a Cape Girardeau Belle, 


TURNED OUT OF A HOTEL AND LEFT TO 
WANDER ON THE STREETS. 


The Once Famous Beauty and Adventuress 
Now Supported by the Charity of Por- 
ter Ashe—Her Sensational Career on 
the Pacific Coast—A Strange Life, 
Which Has Led to Mental Disturbance. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH, 
SAN FRANCISCO, March 1.—Sarah Althea 
Terry was turned out of the Russ House last 
night. She had left Black Mammy’’ Pleas- 
ance’s house and said she was going to Stock- 
ton to rent a suite of rooms. She met Porter 
Ashe on the street and he gave her money for 
her immediate wants. Then she went to the 
Russ House, but Seymour, the proprietor, 
found she was there, and to get her out told 
her that the room had been previously 
engaged. She refused to move until Seymour

gent into the room a big burly miner, who 
began to disrobe. Sarah ran from the room, 
found Seymour and scored him. The poor 
woman has become so restless that she can- 
not remain three days in the same place. Her 
friends are about convinced that something 
must be done with and for her. She is now a 
wreck of her former self, poor in mind 
and in fortune, and old at 
42. Sarah Althea Hill, this, 
of Cape Girardeau forty-two yearsago. Her 
father being Samuel Hill, an attorney of very 
good repute, and her mother Julia Sloah, 
the daughter of a wealthy lumber merchant. 
Sarah and her brother, Hiram, were left or- 
phans in 1854 with an estate of $50,000. 
She was educated in Kentucky 
and at home, and was given the utmost lin- 
erty atalltimes. She grew to be a beautiful 
girl of extravagant tastes, and showed a de- 
cided talent for flirting. Up to 1870, 
when she decided to go to California, 
she indulged in her favorite amusement 
and hadin hertrain allthe eligible young 
men within reaching distance. With one of 
them the affair became serious, and it was 
partly on that account she went to join her 
uncle, William Sloan. He was quite wealthy 
and gave her a sult of rooms at a prominent 
San Francisco hotel. 

It was at this hotel that she met the man 
who was to change the entire course of her 
lifeand eventually land her in misery and 
want. It was in 1880 that the 
meeting occurred between Senator Sharon 
of Nevada and Sarah Althea Hill. He was 
an unprepossessing little man, lean and 
undersized, dressed like a clergyman of un- 
certain creed, he had money but no morals, 
and he straightway set out to dazzle the 
beautiful Missourian with his $15,000,000. He 
had had, even while his wife was alive, sev- 
eral mistresses whom he supported in regal 
style. Regardless of his past history Sarah 
Althea became intimate with him and all 
went well until 1883, when a bill of divorce 
was filed by Sarah Althea, who 
claimed to have been married 
to him. She alleged in her petition

that, having $7,500 to invest, she had called 
on him, which brought about return visits 
and eventually a marriage which was to be 
kept secret fortwo years. The case natur- 
ally created a sensation. The plaintif? had 
six lawyers and Sharon was shameless in his 
testimony. When the case opened it de- 
veloped that Sarah had some queer super- 
stitions and worea charm made of a piece 
ofone of Sharon’s old socks and a piece of 
an undershirt. She had used various love 
potions and charms purchased from fortune 
tellers. Sharon testified that she 
was simply his mistress at $500 
a month and had become a nuisance by go- 
ing to his rooms to disturb his papers and 
by finally stealing some of them. He declared 
the marriage business a forgery and said 
Sarah had no right to complain, as she had 
been better treated than any of her prede- 
cessors. The case went against Sharon, and 
iss Hill was given liberal alimony and halt 
haron’s estate. He appealed up to the 
United States Court, a thing never done 
before In a divorce case, andthere it was 
when Sharon died, instructing his executors 
never to relent in their fight against the 
prose. and in this he was obeyed to the 
etter.

Connected with the 
mechanism is a short string which hange 
against the body as a bell rope might against 
the wall. The conspirator, armed with one 
of these weapons, when he desires to de- 
stroy, has only to open his outer coat, and 
standing in sucha position that the disc of 
the machine is focused on his victim, draw 
the depending string downward, when 
the ‘cartridge is immediately propelled 
outward from the tube in the ma- 
chine, The projectile has a range of 100 fect, 
and is estimated to possess a sufficiently 
deadly force to destroy at leasta dozen per- 
sons in a dense crowd, The pamphlet gives 
this machine the name of Gossudarny- blinee 
which, when translated from Russſan into 
English, means ‘*Czar’s pancake.’’ So much 
for the first section of the book, The second 
part is addressed specially to the peasantry 
who inhabit districts far removed from tran- 
Sit facilities, who cannot in consequence be 
easily reached by large bodies of troops and 
are thus in a position to carry on 
successfully. a guerilla warfare. These 
are advised and instructed in the 
art of constructing hidden pitfalls under 
such roadways as exist in their vicinity, and 
over which any armed force dispatched for 
their suppreesion would be likely to pass. In 
this connection, as in others, the manipula- 
tion of explosives is enjoined, As there are 
small facilities, however, in remote districts 
forthe peopleto manufacture complicated 
explosives they are told howto make ordl- 
nary gunpowder, the materials of which are 
comparatively easy to obtain—saltpetre, sul- 
phur and charcoal. The pamphlet further 
deals, in its third part, with the metliods 
of storming the larger towns and gives 
directions for attempting such a mode 
of warfare with prospects of success. 
Ho to repel the attacks of the mounted gen- 
darmerie is another matter treated of. The 
use of scythes as weapons is advocated and 
the point is made that terrible execution was 
done during the Polish revolution of 1863 by 
bodies of peasants thus armed. The tradi- 
tions of that time still exist in very many 
rural parts of Russia, and the success of the 
scythe wielders against the formidable 
bodies of heavy cavalry which Opposed them 
are remembered toa great extent. These al-

There are portions of the harness of 
the sleighs which cross into Russian terrt- 
tory from foreign soil especially available 
for the effective concealment of contraband. 
In addition to this the Russian officers on the 
frontier are not by any means always su- 
perior to the influence of a bribe.

ZOLA’S CHILDISH RECOLLECTIONS OF 
THE ITALIAN WAR. 


Written for the SUNDAY PostT-DISPATCH, 

In 1859 I was in Paris, finishing my studies 
atthe Lycee St. Louis. As it happened, I 
was there with my two schdol-fellows from 
Aix, Louis and Julien. Louis was preparing 
for his entrance examination to the Ecole 
Polytechnique; Julien had decidedto go in 
tor law. We were all out-students. 

By this time we had ceased to be savages 
entirely ignorant of the contemporary world. 
Paris had ripened us. 
with Italy broke out, we were abreast of 
the stream of political events which had led 
to ite We even discussed the war in the char- 
acter of politicians and military adepts. It 
was the fashion at college to take interest in 
the campaign and to follow the movements 
of the troops on the map. During our col- 
lege T ours we used to mark out positions 
with pins and give and lose battles. In order 
to be well up to date we de voured 
an enormous supply of newspapers. 
It was the mission of us out-students to bring 
them in. We used to arrive with our pockets 
stuffed, with thickness of paper under our 
coats, inclosed from head to foot in an 
armor of newspapers. And while lectures 
were going on these papers were circulated; 
lessons and studies were neglected; we drank 
our fill of news, shielded by the back of a 
neighbor. In order to conceal the big sheets 
we used to cutthem in four and open them 
inside our books, The professors were not 
always blind, but they let us go our own way 


idler bear the burden of his idleness. 

At first Julien shrugged his shoulders. He 
was possessed by a fine adoration ofthe poets 
of 1830, and there was always a volume of 
Musset or Hugo in his pocket which he used 
toread at lecture. So when anyone danded 
him a newspaper he used to pass it on scorn- 
fully without even condescending to look at 
it, and would continue reading the poem 
which he had begun. To him it seemed

monstrous that anybody could care about 
men who were fighting each other. Buta 
catastrophe which changed the whole course 
of his life caused him to alter his opinion. 

One fine day Louis, who had Just falled in 
his examination, enlisted. It was arash step 
which had long been in his mind. He had an 
uncle who was a general, and he thought 
himself sure of making his way without pass- 
ing through the military schools. Besides, 
when the war was over he could still try 
Saint-Cyr. When Julien beard this news it 
came to him like a thunderbolt. He was no 
longer the boy declaring against war 
with missish arguments, but he 
still had an unconquerable aversion. 
He wished to show himself a hard 
ened man; and he succeeded in not 
shedding tears before us. But from the time 
his brother went he became one of the most 
eager devourers of newspapers. We came 
and went from college together; and our con- 
versations turned on nothing but possible 
battles. I remember that he used to drag me 
almostevery day to the Luxembourg Gar- 
dens. He would lay his books ona bench and 
trace a whole mapof Northern Italy in the 
sand. That kept his thoughts with his 
brother. Inthe depths of his heart he was 
fullofterroratthe idea that he might be 
Killed. 

Even now, when I inquire of my memory, I 
find it difficult to make clear the elements of 
hs horrorof war on Julien’s part. He 
was by no meansa coward. He merely had 
a distaste for bodily exercises, to which he 
reckoned abstract mental speculations far 
superior. To live the life of a learned manor 
a poet, shut into a quiet room, seemed to him 
the realend of manonthis earth; while the 
turmolls of the street, battles, whether with 
fist or sword, and everything which develops 
the muscles seemed to him oly fit for a na- 
tion of savages. He despieen athletes and 
acrobats and wild beast tamers. I must add 
that he had no patriotism. On this subject 
we heaped contempt upon him, and I can 
still see the smile and shrug of the shoulders 
with which be answered us. 

One of the most vivid memories of that time 
which remains with me is the memory of the 
fine summer day on which the news of the 
victory of Magenta became known in Paris. 
It was June—a splendid June, such as We sel- 
dom have in France. It was Sunday Julien 
and I had planned the evening before to take 
a walk in the Champs Elysees. He was very 
uneasy about his brother, from whom he had 
had no letter, andI wanted to distract his 
thoughts. Icalledfor him at I o’clock, and 
we strolled down towards the Seine at the 
idle pace of school boys with no usher be- 
hind them. 

Paris on a holiday in very hot weather is 
something that deserves knowing. The black 
shadow of the houses cuts the white pave- 
ment sharply. Between the shuttered, 
drowsy house fronts is visible but a strip of 
sky of a hard blue. I do nat know @ny place 
in the world where, when It is hot, 1_t better 
than in Paris; it isa furnace, sueleceting, 
asphyxiating. Some corners ot Parte are de 
serted, among others the quays, * the 
loungers have flea to sUDErORR OM - tad 
yet whata delightful walk K t& the 
wide, quiet quays, With their fow ef litle 
thick trees, and below the magniGeent rush 
of the river all alive with us Moving pope- 
lace of vessels. 

Well, we had come to the Seine and were 
walking along the quays in the shadow of 
the trees. Slight sounds came up from the 
river whose waters quivered in the sun and 
were marked out as with lines of silver into 
wavering patterns. There was something 
special in the holiday air of this fine Sunday. 
Paris was positively being filled already by 
the news of which everybody and even the 
very houses seemed expectant. The Italian 
campaign, which was, As everybody knows, 
so rapid, had opened with successes, but 80 
far there had been no important battle and 
this battle which Paris had for two days 
been feeling. ‘The great city held her breath 
and heard the distant Cannon. 

I have retained the memory of this impres- 
sion very clearly. I had just confided to 
Julien the strange sensation which I felt, b. 
saying to him that Paris ‘looked queer, 
when, as we came to the Quai Voltaire, we 
saw afar off, in front of the printing offices of 
the Monifeur, a little knot of people standing 
to read a notice. There were not more than 
seven or eight persons. From the pavement 
where we stood we could see them gesticulat- 

calling out. We crossed the 

tice was a telegram, 

it announced the 

Magenta in four lines. 

The whieh fixed it to the 
wall were not yet Ar: Evidently we were 
the first to know in ali this 2 Paris that 
sunday. People came running out and their 
enthusiasm was a sight to see. They trater- 
nized at once; strangers shook hands with 
each other. A gentleman with aribbon at 
hts button hole explained to a workman how 
the battle must have occurred; women were 
laughing witha pretty laughter and looking 
as it they were inclined to throw themselves 
into the arms of the bystanders. Little by 
little the crowd grew; pagpers-by were beck- 
oned; coacnmen stoppe eir vehicles and 
came down from their seats. When we came 
ewer there were more than a thousand there. 

After that it wasa 28 day. In a few 
minutes the news had spread to the whole 
town. We thought to bear it with us, but it 
outstripped us, for we could not turn a 
corner or pass along a street without at once 
2 the joy on every face that 
the thing was known. It floatedin the sun- 
shine; it came on the wind. Ia half an hour

hours in the Champs Elysees among crowds 
who laughed for joy. o eyes of the women 
had a special tenderness.

But Julien was still very pale; he was 
much disturbed and I knew what was his 
secret terror when he murmured: 

They laugh to-day, but how many will be 
crying to-morrow?’’ 

e was thinking of his brother. I made 
jokes to try aud reassure him, and told him 
that Louis was sure tocome back a Captain. 

I only he does come back, he answered, 
shaking his head. ' 

As soon as night fell Paris was tlluminated. 
Venetian lanterns swubg at all the windows. 
The poorest. persons had lighted candles; I 
even saw some rooms whose tenants had 
merely pushed a table tothe window and set 
theirlamponit. The night was exquisite 
and all Paris was inthe streets. There were 
people sitting all along upon the doorsteps 
asif they were waiting for a procession. 
Crowds were standing in the squares, the 
cafes and the wineshops were thronged, and 
the urchins were letting off crackers which 
scent the air with a fine smell of powder. 

I repeat I never saw Paris so beautiful. 
That day all joys were united, sunshine, a 
Sunday, and a victory. Afterwards, when 
Paris heard of the decisive battle of Sol- 
ferino, there was not the same enthusiasm, 
even though it brought the immediate con- 
clusion of the war. On the day when the 
troops made their entry the demonstration 
was more solemn, but it lacked the spon- 
taneous popular joy. 

We got a two days’ holidaye after Magenta. 
We grew even more eager about the war, and 
were among those who thought that peace 
had been made too hastily. The school year 
was drawing toits end. The holidays were 
coming, bringing the feverish excitement of 
liberty, and Italy, the army, and the vic- 
tories all disappeared inthe general ietting 
loose of the prize distribution. I remember 
thatI was to go and spend my holidays in 
the South that year. When I Was just about 
to start in the beginning of August Julien 
begged me to stay till the l4th, the date fixed 
for the triumphalentry of the troops. He 
was full of joy. Louis was coming back with 
the rank of sergeant, and he wished me to be 
present at his brother’s triumph. I promised 
to stay. 

Great preparations were made for the re- 
ception of the army which had for some days 
been encamped inthe immediate neighbor- 
hood of Paris. It was to enter by the Place 
de la Bastile, to follow the line of the boule 
vards, to go down the Rue de la Paix, and 
cross the Place Vendome. The boulevards 
were decorated with flags. On the Place 
Vendome immense stands had been erected 
for the members of the Government and 
their guests. The weather was splendid. 
When the troops came into sight along the 
boulevards vast applause burst forth. 
The crow! thronged on both sides 
of the pavement. Heads rose above 
heads at the windows. Women waved their 
handkerchiefs andthrew down the flowers 
from their dresses to the soldiers. All the 
while the soldiers kept on passing with their 
regular step inthe midst offrantic hurrahs. 
The bands played; the colors fluttered in 
the sun. Several, which had been plerced by 
balls, received applause, and one in particu- 
lar, which was in rags, and crowned. At the 
corner ofthe Ruedu Temple anold woman 
flung herself headlong into theranks and 
embraced a corporal, her son, no doubt. 
They came near to carrying that. happy 
mother in triumph, 

The official ceremony took place in the 
Place Vendome. There are ladies in full 
dress, magistrates in their robes, and officials 
in uniform applauded with more gravity. 
In the eveningthe Emperor gave a banquet 
to 800 persons atthe Louvre inthe Salle des 
Etats. As he was proposing a toast, whicn 
has remained historic, he exclaimed: ‘‘If 
France has done so muen for a friendly peo- 
ple what would she not do for her own inde- 
pendence?’’ An imprudent speech which he 
must have regretted later. Jullen and I had 
seen the march past from a window a 
the Boulevard Polissoniere. He had been to 
the camp the nignt before and had told Louis 
where we should be. Thus when his regi- 
ment passed Louis lifted his head to make a 
sign to us. Ne was much older and his face 
was brown and thin. I could hardly recog- 
nize him. lie looked like a man compared 


pale like women. Julien followed him with 
his eyes as long as he could, and I heard him 
murmur, with tears in his eyes, while a 
nervous emotion shook him: It is beautiful 
all the saine—it is beautiful.“ 

In the evening I met them both again in a 
little cafe of the Quartier Latin. It was a 
small place atthe end of an alley where we 
generally went, because we were alone there 
and could talk at our ease. When I arrived, 
Julien, with both elbows on the table, was 
already listening to Louis who was telling 
him about Solferino. He said that no battle 
had been less foreseen. The Austrians were 
thought to be in retreat and 
the allied armies were advanc- 
ing when suddenly, about five in the 
morning, on the 24th, they had heard guns— 
it was the Austrians who had turned and 
were attacking us. Then a series of fights 
had begun, each division taking its turn, All 
day long the different generals had fought 
separately, without having any Clear idea of 
the totalform of the struggle. Some had 
taken partin a terrible hand-to-hand con- 
flict in a cemetery in the midst of graves; and 
that wasabout all he had seen. He also 
spoke of the terrible storm which had broken 
out towards the evening The heavens took 
part and the thunder silenced the guns.

LIFE-SAVING AT SEA. 
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Admiral Ammen Advocates the Adoption 
of the Raft on Passenger Steamers. 


During the war Admiral Ammen, who com- 
manded the Mohican, invented araft which 
was made of four casks, on which a platform 
was mounted, and it was used successfully 
im loading troops and guns on the open 
beach. It came to be known as the Ammen 
balsa.’’ and that form of raft was adopted 
for general use inthe navy. Admiral Ammen 
has written an article in Once a Week advocat- 
ing the adoption of a similar raft of metal on 
passenger steamers and showing the greater 


advantage they would have in case of a wreck 
over life-boats. He says: 

M. Crofton, describing ‘Life on a Fioat- 
ing City, “ points out the utter inadequacy of 
the boats carried by ocean steamers to float 
the crew and passengers, even in smooth 
weather, should the vessel go down at sea. 
It would be quite impossible to lower them 
with safety in a moderate seaway, and, if 
lowered, the passengers could not be got into 
them. If through a collision, or other cause 
a steamer should sink withina few min utes 
were the lashings of the boats cast 


ship went the 
would swamp and engulf them. Were 
the vessel furnished with the same number 
of life-rafts instead of boats, the weight 
would be less, and the available flotation 
more than double. If desired, one raft could 
be carried on top of another, which would 
make the topofthe upper one about six feet 
above the deck, a little higher than 
the larger boats carried by sea- 
steamers. A very simple arrangement would 
enable the top frait to be sad off, 
either endwise or sidewise, as 
soon as uniashed. Should it not be possible 
to launch the raftsfor lack of time, or with 
the means at hand, every life-ratt would 
sustain fifty persons, Who could seat them 
seives upon them, and when the vessel went 
down the suction would probably. not carry 
the rafts along, unless they became fouled in 
the rigging. They could not be swamped, as 
a boat certainly would be. If once on the 
open sea, with a light mast and lug 
sail, with a fair wind the could 
make two hundred miles a day and 
have 1,000 pounds of provisions to draw from 
stowed within the floats.

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LAND OF SHADOWS. 


PICTURES OF SAINO-KAWARA AND THE 
JUDGMENT OF SOULS,

Oh, Akira! you must tell me something 
more about Jizoand the ghosts of the chil- 
dren in the Saino-Kawara. ‘‘I cannot tell 
you much more,’’ answers Akira, smiling at 
my interest inthis charming divinity, ‘‘but 
if you will come with me now to Kubo-yama 
Iwill show you in one of the temples there 
pictures of the Saino-Kawara and of Jizo, 
and the Judgment of Souls.’’ 

So we take our way in two jinrikishas to the 
Temple Rin-ko-ji, on Kubo-yama. We roll 
quickly through a mile of many-colored 
Japanese streets, then through half a mile of 
pretty suburban ways, lined with gardens, 
behind whose perfectly clipped hedges are 
houses light and dainty as cages of wicker 
work, and then, lea*ting our vehicles, we 
ascend green hills on foot by tortuous paths 
and traverse a region of flelds and farms. 
Aftera long walk in the hot sun we reacha 
tiny village almost wholly comprised of 
shrines and temples. a 

The outlying sacred plan which threw bulld - 
ings in one inclosure of bamboo fences belongs 
to the Shinzen sect. Asmall open shrine to 
the left of the entrance first attracts us. It 
Is a dead house; a Japanese bier is there. But 
alinost opposite the doorway is an altar cov- 
ered with startling images, the shapes of 
phantom powers ruling the world of ghosts. 

What immediately rivets the attention is a 
terrible figure, all vermilion red, towering 
above many smaller images,a goblin shape, 
with immense, cavernous, fearful Plutonian 
eyes. His mouth is widely opened, as 
if speaking in wrath, and his brows 
frown _ terribly. A long red beard de- 
cends upon his red breast. And 
on his headisa strangely shaped crown—a 
crown of black and gold—having three singu- 
lar lobes, the left lobe bearing an image of 
the moon, the right an image of the sun, the 
central lobe is all black. But below it, upon 


the qeep gold rimmed black band, flames the 


ia 


swine. And as they are thus reincarnated 
hideously they flee away into shadow—mys- 
terious shadow, like the darkness of the 
future. 

Second Kakemono. 

Such a gloom as the diver sees in deep-sea 
water—a lurid twilight, an wunder-worid 
gloaming. Inthe midst a throne—ebon-col- 
ored, andupon it anawful figure seated, 
Eunna, Lord of Death, and Judge of Souls 
unpitying, mighty, tremendous. Frightful 
guardian spirits hover about him Ike armed 
goblins, on the left, in the foreground below 
the throne, stands the wondrous mirror— 
Tabari no Kagami—refiecting the state of 
souls and all the happenings of the 
world. A landscape now shadows its sur- 
face—a landscape of cliffs and lakes and 
shipping, with figures of pedestrians and 
sailors. On the right, upon a tall-stemmed 
flat stand, such as offeringstothe gods are 
placed upon in the temple, a monstrous 
sha appears, like a double-faced head 
freshly cut off, and set upright upon the 
stump of the neck. The two fans are the wit- 
nesses—the face of the woman (Mirume) sees 
all that goes on in the Shaba; the other fan 
isthe face ofa bearded man, the face of 
Kaguhana, who smells all odors, and by 
them is aware ofallthat human beings do, 
Close to them, upon a reading stand, a great 
book is open—the record book of deeds, 
And between the mirror and the witnesses 
the while shuddering’souls await judgment. 

Further down I see the sufferings of souls 
already sentenced. One, in life time a lar, 
ishaving his tongue torn out by a demon 
armed with heated pincers. Other souls, 
flung by scores into flery carts, are being 
dragged away by demons. The carts 
are of iron, but resemble exactly in form 
those hand-wagons which one sees every day 
being pulled and pushed through the streets 
by bare-limbed Japanese laborers, chanting 
always the same melancholy alternating 
chorus — Haidah !—hei!—haidah !—hel! But 
these demon-wagoners—naked, blood-col- 
ored, having the feet of lions and ‘the heads 
of bulls, move with their flaming wagons at 
a run—like jiurikisha men. 

Alithe souls so far limned are souls of 
adults. The souls of children are not Judged 
by Eunna. 

Third Kakemono, 

A furnace with souls for fuel, blazing a 
into darkness. Demons stir the fire wit 
poles of iron. Through the superior black- 
ness white souls are descending, head down- 
wards, into the flames. 

Below this scene opens a shadowy land- 
scape, a faint blue and faint grey world of 
hills and vales, through whicha river ser- 
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mystic character signifying ‘‘King.’’ Also, 
from the same crown band, protrude at de- 
scending angles to left and right, two gilded 
scepter-shaped objects. In one hand the 
King holds an object similar of form, but 
larger, his shaku or regal wand, And Akira 
explains: 

This is Eunna—O, Lord of Shadows, Judge 
of Souls, King of the Dead. Of any man hav- 
inga terrible countenance the Japanese are 
wont to say: ‘‘His face is the face of Eunna. 

At his right white Jizo-Sana stands upon a 
many-petaled rosy lotos. 

At his leftis the image of an aged woman, 
Sozu-Baba, she who takes the gar- | 
ments of the dead away by the banks of the 
River of the Three Roads, which flows 
through the phantom world. Pale blue her 
robe is; her hair and skin are white; her face 
is strangely wrinkled; her small keen eyes 
are hard. The statue is very old, and the 
paint is scaling from it in places,so as tolend 
ita ghastly, leprous aspect. 

There are also images of the sea goddess, 
Benten, and of Kwannon-Sama, seated on 
summits of mountains forming the upper 
part of miniature landscape made by some 
unfamiliar composition, and beautifully col- 
ored—the whole being protected from care- 
less fingering by strong wire netting stretched 
across the front or the little shrines contain- 
ingthe panorama. Benten has eight arms, 
two of her hands are joined in prayer, the 
others, extended about her, hold differ- 
ent objects—a sword, a wheel, a bow, 
an arrow, a key, and a magi- 
cal, gem; standing on the slopes of 
he mountain throne are her ten-robed 
attendants—all in the attitude of prayer; 
still further down appears the body of a 
great white serpent, with its tail hanging 
from one orifice in the rocks, and its head 
emerging from another. Atthe very bottom 
of the hill Hes a patient cow. Kwannon ap- 
pears as Kwannon Sanjin—the thousand 
arimed—offering gifts to men with the whole 
multitude of her handsof mercy. 

But all this is not what we came to see. The 
pictures of heaven and hell await us in the 
Len-Shu temple, close by, whither we turn 
our steps. . 

On the way my guide tells me this: When 
one dles the body is laved and shaved and 
attired in the garments of pligrims(Koromo), 
and a wallet (Ssane-bukero), like a Buddhist 
pilgrim’s wallet, is hung about the neck of the 
dead, and in this wallet are placed 
3 rin. And these coins are buried with 
the dead. 

„For all who die, except children, pay 3 rin 
at the San-Zu-no-hawa, ‘The River of the 
Three Roads.’ When souls reach that river 
they find there the Old Woman of the Three 
Roads, Sozu-Baba, waiting for them; she 
lives on the bank of that river with her 
husband, Ten-Datsn-Ba; and if the old 
woman is not paid the sum of 3 rin she takes 
away the clothes of the dead and hangs them 
up on the trees.

The tem ple is small, neat, luminous, with 
the sun pouring into its widely opened shojis; 
and Akira must knowthe priests well, so 
affable their greeting is. I make a little of- 
fering, and Akira explains the objectof our 
visit. Thereupon we are ingited into a large 
bright apartment ina wing of the building, 
overlooking a lovely garden. Little cushions 
are placed on the floor for us to sit upon; anda 
a smoking box is brought in and a tiny lac- 
quered table, about eight inches high. And 
while one of the priests opens a cupboard or 
alcove with doors, to find the pictures which 
are Kakemonos or paintings on 
long scrolls, roiled up on wooden follers— 
another brings us tea, and a plate of curious 
confectionery consisting of various pretty 
objects made of a paste of.sugar and rice 
flour. One is a perfect model of a chrysan- 
themum blossom; another is a lotos; others 
are simply large, thin, crimson lozenges 
bearing admirable designs—fiying birds, wad- 
ing storks, fish, even miniature landscapes. 
Akira picks out the chrysanthemum and in- 
sists that I shall eat it, and I begin to demol- 
ish the sugary blossoms petal by petal, feel- 
ing all the while a sense of acute remorse for 
spoiling so beautiful a theme. 

Meanwhile four Kakemonos have been 
prought forth, unrolled, and suspended from 
pegs upon the wall;and weriseto examine 
them. 

They are very, very beautiful Kakemonos, 
miracles of drawing andof color, subdued 
color, the color of the best period of Japanese 
art;and they are very large, fully five feet 
long, and more than two broad—mounted 
upon silk. 

And these are the legends of them: 

First Kakemono. 

In the upper part of the 
from the Shaba, the world of men which we 
are wont to call the Real—a cemetery 
with trees in blossom, and mourners kneel 
ing before tombs.

A NEW SUBMARINE BOAT. 


A Portuguese Engineer Introduces Some 
Novel Features. 


Don Fontes Periera de Mello, a Portuguese 
engineer, has added some useful and new 
features to submarine navigation by 
some mechanical appliances which he 
has added to a boat he has re- 


cently built. His boat is 72 feet 
long, 11 feet2 inches in diameter, and has a 
displacement of 100 tons when submerged. A 
motor working from accumulators furnishes 
power to work two screws and give a speed 
of six knots an hour. The boat is submerged 
by introducing water ballast into reservotlrs, 
and by horizontal propellers, its perfect sta- 
bility under all conditions being insured by a 
specialarrangement. When submerged direct 
communication is kept up with the outer air by 
means of a long hose, which admits of #0 
cubic meters of alr per hour, and allows of 
the free respiration of natural air. The 
dome is furnished with an optical tube 16% 
feet long, and slightly over 4 inches 
in diameter, within which a 
mirrors refiect the Image 
object to be observed and — 
t meets the eye of the observer. he special 
advantages claimed for the new boat over all 
others are its absolute stability, even when 
submerged in a strong current; free respira- 
tion, without necessity for

AN EASTERN FAKIR WHO PIERCES HIS 
BODY WITH NEEDLES.

BERLIN, Feb. 11.—Anctient as well as mod- 
ern descriptions of India which have told of 
the miraculous feats of the native fakirs 
have found but little credence in Europe and 
America, and their performances which 
seemed to belong tosorcery and witchcraft 
were always explained on the basis of pres- 
tidigitation. 

Recent scientific researches, however, have 
demonstrated that fraud and deception had 
no part in these wonderful perform- 
ances, which cannot be explained, 
neither can they be denied. Tests 
made under the closest surveillance of 
the English authorities in India have shown 
that some of these takirs possess the faculty 


ences of the ‘‘Panoptikum,’’ at Berlin, have 
within the last weeks had occasion to see for 
themselves. An Indian, Soliman Ben Aissa 
by name, is now making a trip around the 
world, engaged by the Caston Bros., and 
will shortly appear also on the other sige of 
the Atlantic.
